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Japanese  Style  New  Year  in  Boston,  Almost

Boston  kicked  off  its 
First  Night  New  Year  cele¬ 
bration  Japanese  style,  weU 
sort  of. 

Collaborating  with  the 
Japan  Society  of  Boston, 

First  Night  Boston  planned 
to  open  New  England's 
New  Year  party  with  a 
nearly  25-foot-high  Edo 
Castle  ice  sculpture,  creat¬ 
ed  by  a  team  of  Japanese 
sculptors.  However, 
unseasonably  warm  tem¬ 
peratures  left  the  ice  castle 
dripping,  and  shortly 
before  the  Dec.  31  kickoff, 
the  castle  had  to  be  taken 
down. 

"That  beautiful  warm 
weather  that  we  enjoyed 
also  brought  some  chal¬ 
lenges  to  us,  and  for  safety 
reasons,  we  had  to  take  it 
down,"  said  First  Night 
Boston's  executive  direc¬ 
tor,  Geri  Guardino. 

The  45  ton,  two-story 
high  sculpture  was  to  be 
modeled  after  the  original 
Edo,  or  Tokyo,  Castle.  The 
castle  was  home  to  the 
Tokugawa  Shogunate  that 
ruled  Japan  for  more  than 
250  yecirs. 

Three  ice  sculpture 
artists  from  Sapporo,  a  city 
in  Hokkaido,  Japan,  had 
flown  to  Boston  to  work 
with  a  team  of  American 
sculptors  to  create  the  ice 
castle  by  New  Year's  Eve. 

"Tm  really  very  sorry 
that  I  could  not  show  you 
the  full  Edo  Castle  as 
intended,"  said  sculptor 
Masashige  Kato,  through  a 
translator. 

After  the  last-minute 
decision  to  demolish  the 
castle,  the  artists  rushed  to 
create  smaller  ice  sculp-

hires,  such  as  a  mini- 
Leonard  Zakim  Bridge. 

The  kick-off  event, 
however,  was  still  used  as 
an  opportunity  to  celebrate 
the  relationship  between 
Japan's  northern  prefec¬ 
ture,  Hokkaido,  and 
Boston,  which  are  "sister 
states,"  and  to  celebrate 
the  100-year  anniversary  of 
the  Japan  Society  of 
Boston. 

"For  more  than  10  year 
years,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and 
Hokkaido  have  enjoyed 
warm  sister  state  rela¬ 
tions,"  said  Masuo 
Nishibayashi,  the  Consul- 
General  of  Japan  in 
Boston. 

Peter  Grilli,  the 
President  of  the  Japan 
Society  of  Boston,  said  that 
Bostonians  can  expect  "a 
festival  of  Japan"  in  the 
Hub  all  through  2004,  to 
mark  the  society's  centen¬ 
nial  celebration.

Interview  with  Ice  Sculptor  Masashige  Kato 


Masashige  Kato,  age 
39,  worked  with  two 
other  Japanese  ice  sculp¬ 
tors  and  a  team  of 
American  sculptors  to  cre¬ 
ate  what  was  to  be  an  ice 
replica  of  the  Edo  Castle, 
for  First  Night  Boston. 
Kato  won  first  place  in 
2002  and  2003  for  the 
Obihiro  Ice  Sculptor  com¬ 
petition  in  Japan. 

Where  are  you  from? 

Sapporo,  Hokkaido 

How  long  did  it  take  you 
and  your  colleagues  to 
build  the  castle? 


Masashige  Kato 

Three  full  days 

How  tall  was  it? 

Almost  25  feet  tall 

What  was  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  castle? 

More  than  the  signifi¬ 
cance,  this  was  the  400 
year  anniversary  of  the 


castle.  The  castle  was 
built  in  Tokyo,  400  years 
ago,  and  it  really  sort  of 
symbolizes  Japan.

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NIAID  Memo  Suggests  Level  4  "Bio¬ 
defense"  Labs  Better  in  Unpopulated  Areas 
to  Avoid  "Major  Public  Health  Disaster" 


Level  4  Lab  is  Proposed  for  Boston's  South  End,  A  Square-Mile  Neighborhood  of  28,000

A  memo  produced  by 
the  National  Institute  of 
Allergy  and  Infectious 
Diseases  suggests  that 
BioSafety  Level  4  labs,  such 
as  the  biodefense  laborato¬ 
ry  that  Boston  University 
Medical  Center  is  propos¬ 
ing  to  build  in  the  densely 
populated  South  End 
neighborhood,  are  better 
off  in  unpopulated  areas  to 
avoid  "major  public  health 
disaster[s]". 

Discussing  a  proposal  to 
build  a  Level  4  lab  in 
Hamilton,  Montana,  the 
memo  states  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  laboratory  for  that 
town  "is  located  in  rural 
Western  Montana,  well 
removed  from  major  popu¬ 
lation  centers."  The  memo 
goes  on  to  state  that  "the 
location  of  the  laboratory 
reduces  the  possibility  that 
an  accidental  release  of  a 
biosafety  level-4  organism 
would  lead  to  a  major  pub¬ 
lic  health  disaster." 
BioSafety  Level  4 
pathogens,  such  as  Ebola, 
are  highly  hazcudous  and 
can  cause  diseases  or  virus¬ 
es  for  which  no  known  vac¬ 
cine  or  therapy  exists. 

The  memo  was  given  to 
the  Sampan  from  a  group 
opposing  the  Level  4  lab  in 
Montana,  after  a  member  of 
that  group  read  about  the 
proposal  to  put  a  Level  4 
lab  in  Boston.  The  group 
obtained  the  document 
through  a  Freedom  of 
Information  (FOI)  request 
to  NIAID. 

The  memo  itself  appears 
to  be  surroimded  by  as 
much  controversy  as  the 
two  labs. 

A  recent  call  from 
Sampan  to  an  FOI  coordi¬ 
nator  at  NIAID  confirmed 


that  the  document  was  pro¬ 
duced  at  NIAID  and  that  it 
was  authentic,  but  the  coor¬ 
dinator  claimed  that  the 
author  of  the  memo  is 
unknown. 

A  NIAID  spokes¬ 
woman,  however,  called 
the  memo  a  "draft  docu¬ 
ment  [that]  was  not  further 
developed  or  used  and 
never  put  on  any  kind  of 
official  letter  head."  The 
spokeswoman  said  the 
memo  "does  not  reflect 
Institute  views.  The  release 
of  the  document  was  a  mis¬ 
take."  The  spokeswoman 
asked  that  her  name  not  be 
printed. 

According  to  critics  of 
the  lab  in  Montana,  NIAID 
has  avoided  disclosing 
where  the  memo  originat¬ 
ed,  and  has  even  suggested 
that  it  was  written  by  an 
intern. 

"But  I  don't  believe 
that,"  said  James  Miller, 
who  originally  obtained  the 
docixment  from  NIAID. 
Miller  is  the  president  of 
Friends  of  the  Bitterroot,  an 
environmental  group  in 
Bitterroot  Valley,  Montana. 

Miller  points  out  that 
when  he  received  the 
memo  from  NIAID,  the  FOI 
coordinator  stated  in  a  let¬ 
ter  dated  Jan.  9, 2003,  that 
the  "memo  [was]  developed 
in  December  2000  by  the 
Director  of  NIAID's 
Division  of  Intramural 
Research." 

Miller  said  his  group 
has  filed  another  FOI 
request  to  find  out  who 
wrote  the  document.  But, 
according  to  Miller,  NIAID 
said  that  finding  out  who 
wrote  the  memo  would 
cost  the  group  $1,400. 

When  the  Friends  of  the 
Bitter  Root  requested  the 
fee  be  waived.  Miller  said 


NIAID  "failed  to  respond  in 
a  timely  manner.  They're 
stonewalling.  We  demand 
this  information  because 
we're  entitled  to  it." 

A  Boston  University 
Medical  Center  spokes¬ 
woman  declined  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  memo.  Boston 
University  Medical  Center 
is  co-developing  the  South 
End  Level  4  lab  with  Robert 
Walsh,  the  former  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
director  whose  company 
was  recently  awarded  a  no¬ 
bid  contract  for  the  2004 
Democratic  National 
Convention. 

Boston  City  Councilor 
Maura  Hennigan,  who 
opposes  the  laboratory, 
said  the  memo  "really  rein¬ 
forces  what  I  had  felt 
[before]."  Her  concern,  she 
said,  is  that  an  accidental 
release  of  a  pathogen  could 
place  city  residents  in  dan¬ 
ger.  "I  don't  think  any 
neighborhood  deserves  this 
[laboratory],"  she  said. 

Michael  Kelley, 
spokesperson  for  Mayor 
Thomas  M.  Menino,  would¬ 
n't  comment  on  the  memo. 
He  did  say,  however,  that 
"after  a  long  and  thoughtful 
process,  NIAID  leadership 
clearly  feels  that  Boston  is  a 
sensible  location  for  a  BSL  4 
lab.  NIAID  selected  Boston 
as  the  most  sensible  desig¬ 
nation  based  on  merits  that 
include,  in  part,  access  to  a 
strong  workforce,  first  class 
hospitals,  universities  and 
laboratories. 

Other  such  Level  4  labo¬ 
ratories  in  the  United  States 
are  near  populated  areas, 
such  as  one  at  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  in 
Atlanta.  However,  aeried 
photographs  of  all  the 
Level  4  lab  locations  show 
that  Boston's  proposed  site 


BioSquare  Plan  Amendment 
Would  Set  Aside  Land  for 
Level  4  Lab  Security  Zone 


Zoning  Commission 
Hearing  January  21

The  developers  of 
BioSquare,  a  nearly  15- 
acre  biotechnology 
research  center  proposed 
for  the  South  End,  will  go 
before  the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission  on  January 
21, 9  a.m.,  for  approval  of 
an  amendment  to  the 
site's  Planned 
Development  Area  (PDA) 
master  plan. 

Bio^uare  is  slated  to 
contain  the  BioSafety 


Level  4  research  laborato¬ 
ry,  where  researchers 
would  work  with  the 
deadliest  pathogens 
known,  such  as  Ebola. 

The  amendment  to  the 
PDA  plan  would  clear 
part  of  the  BioSquare  site 
to  allow  for  the  security 
zone  required  for  the 
Level  4  laboratory. 
Because  Level  4  labs 
house  research  of  deacfiy 
pathogens,  many  of 
which  can  be  dispersed 
'  through  the  air  and  used 
in  bioterrorism,  the  feder¬ 
al  government  requires 
all  such  labs  have  a  150 


foot  security  zone  set¬ 
back. 

The  PDA  amendment 
calls  for  reconfiguring 
part  of  the  BioSquare  site 
to  make  way  for  the  4.8- 
acre  security  zone,  and 
eliminating  a  250-room 
hotel  project  that  was 
originally  proposed  for 
the  site.  (The  proposed 
hotel's  land  is  slated  to 
become  part  of  the  securi¬ 
ty  zone.)  PDAs  are  zon¬ 
ing  designations  intended 
to  encourage  comprehen¬ 
sive  planning  of  large

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On  January  9, 2003,  NIAID's  Freedom  of  Information  Coordinator,  Paul  Marshall, 
responded  to  James  Miller's  FOI  request. 


Marshall  included  information  requested,  such  as  details  of  accidents  at  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Laboratories.  But  he  also  included  a  copy  of  a  December,  2000, 
memo  "expressing  the  need  for  the  construction  of  a  BSL-4  building  at  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Laboratories  location." 


These  are  enclosed.  Although  it  does  not  fit  specifically  under  any  of  the  questions  you  asked, 
included  also  is  a  copy  of  a  memo,  developed  in  December  2000  by  the  Director  of  NIAID’s 
Division  of  Intramural  Research,  expressing  the  need  for  the  construction  of  a  BSL-4  building  at 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Laboratories  location.  For  your  further  infbimation,  I  have  also  enclosed  a

Below  is  an  excerpt  from  that  memo,  which  is  not  on  NIAID  letter  head,  but  was, 
according  to  Marshall,  written  by  the  director  of  NIAID's  Division  of  Intramural 
Research: 


Third,  the  RML  campus  is  located  in  lur^  western  Montana,  well  removed  from 
nuyor  population  centers.  The  location  of  the  laboratory  reduces  the  possibility 
that  an  accidental  release  of  a  biosafety  level-4  organism  would  lead  to  a  major 
public  health  disaster.  Epurth,  RML  enjoys  a  longstanding  collegial  and 


is  the  most  densely  popu¬ 
lated.  The  South  End, 
which  is  home  to  about 
28,000  people,  is  only  one- 
square-mile  in  size,  and 
borders  Chinatown  and 
Roxbury. 

Menino  supports  the 
construction  of  the  Level  4 
lab  in  Boston,  which  is 
largely  being  funded  by  a 
$120  million  grant  from 
NIAID.  The  funding  is  part 
of  the  White  House's  War 
on  Terror.  Level  4  labs  con¬ 
tain  research  of  the  dead¬ 
liest,  most  exotic  and  high¬ 
ly  contagious  pathogens. 
Many  of  the  pathogens 
investigated  in  such  labs 
could  be  used  as  bioterror¬ 
ism  weapons. 

Menino  and  Governor 
Mitt  Ronmey  have  praised 
the  construction  of  the  lab¬ 
oratory  because  it  will 
bring  the  city  1,300  con¬ 
struction  jobs,  660  new  per¬ 
manent  jobs,  advanced 
medical  research  and  feder¬ 
al  monies. 

Attempting  to  alleviate 
safety  concerns,  Boston 
University  Mediced  Center 
maintains  that  the  laborato¬ 
ry  will  microfiltrate  air  in 
the  labs  and  that  "air-lock 
buffer  zones"  will  be  in 
place  to  prevent  air  from 
leaving  the  labs.  Also, 
researchers  at  Level  4  labs 
cue  suited  in  environmental 
space  suits  to  avoid  contact 
with  pathogens  they  are 
researching. 


Additionally,  Boston 
University  Medical  Center 
maintains  that  "there  has 
never  been  a  community 
incident  or  environmental 
release"  at  any  of  the  Level 
4  laboratories  in  North 
America. 

Groups  opposing  such 
laboratories,  however,  have 
disputed  this  claim,  based 
on  the  following  incidents 
that  occurred  at  high-level 
laboratories; 

►  A  worker  in  an  Army 
bioterrorism  lab  in 
Maryland  tested  positive 
for  anthrax  in  2002  after  an 
accidental  spill,  according 
to  an  article  in  the 
Baltimore  Sun. 

►  Neil  Levitt,  a  virolo¬ 
gist  who  had  conducted 
research  at  a  top-level  mili¬ 
tary  lab  in  Fort  Detrick, 
Maryland,  testified  in  1988 
Senate  hearings  that  up  to 
70  vials  (about  2.5  liters)  of 
Chikimgimya  virus  had 
disappeared  from  his  lab. 
The  vials  filled  with  the 
non-life-threatening  virus, 
which  causes  fevers,  vomit¬ 
ing  and  joint  pain,  were 
never  foimd. 

►  A  package  containing 
the  West  Nile  Virus  explod¬ 
ed  at  Port  Columbus 
International  Airport,  caus¬ 
ing  evacuation  of  50  work¬ 
ers,  according  to  an 
Associated  Press  story 
printed  in  the  Cincinnati 
Enquirer.  The  package  was 
being  sent  from  the  Ohio 


Department  of  Health  to  a 
researcher  at  the  University 
of  Texas  via  Federal 
Express. 

►  In  a  Level  3  laborato¬ 
ry  at  Rocky  Moimtain 
Laboratories  in  Montana,  a 
bag  of  "radioactive  solid 
waste"  turned  up  missing, 
according  to  other  docu¬ 
ments  obtained  by  the 
Montana  group  opposing 
the  Level  4  upgrade  to  that 
state's  facility. 

Furthermore,  Miller, 
who  is  part  of  the  opposi¬ 
tion  in  Montana,  points  out 
that  many  believe  the 
anthrax  delivered  in  letters 
in  2001  originated  in  a  labo¬ 
ratory  in  the  U.S. 

How  have  people  out 
West  reacted  to  the  state¬ 
ments  in  the  NIAID  memo? 
According  to  Miller,  some 
people  have  used  it  to 
underscore  the  dangers  of 
such  labs,  while  others, 
mainly  politicians,  business 
owners  and  residents  who 
support  the  lab,  "don't  give 
a  damn  about  the  docu¬ 
ment."  The  Missoula 
Independent,  a  Western 
Montana  newspaper,  wrote 
an  opinion  piece  about  the 
memo,  stating:  "apparently, 
[for  NIAID,]  exposing  the 
citizens  of  Hamilton  to  a 
level  4  organism  does  not 
constitute  'a  major  health 
disaster.' "

areas,  and  each  time  the 
plan  of  the  PDA  is  amend¬ 
ed,  the  zoning  commission 
must  approve  the  change. 

On  Sept.  30,  Boston 
University  Medical  Center 
won  federal  money  to  con¬ 
struct  to  the  BioSafety 
Level  4  laboratory,  which 
is  part  of  the  Bush 
Administration's  effort  to 
defend  the  country  against 
bioterrorism.  The  lab  is 
backed  by  Mayor  Thomas 
M.  Menino  and  Governor 
Mitt  Romney  because  it 
could  potentially  boost 
Boston's  economy  and  fur¬ 
ther  the  city's  prominence 
as  a  center  for  .medical 
research.

What  is  the  Commission? 

The  Boston  Zoning 
Commission  maintains 
the  Boston  Zoning  Code. 

Basically,  the  Zoning 
Code  dictates  what  can  be 
built,  how  high  it  can  be 
built,  how  dense  it  can  be 
built,  and  where  it  can  be 
built. 

The  11-member  com¬ 
mission  meets  regularly  to 
vote  on  whether  it  should 
adopt  changes  to  the 
Zoning  Code. 

Though  anyone  may 
petition  the  Zoning 
Commission  to  adopt  a 
change  to  the  code,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  t3rpically 
petitions  for  such 
changes.  First,  the  BRA 
Board  authorizes  a  peti¬ 
tion,  and  then  the  Zoning 
Commission  holds  a  pub¬ 
lic  hearing  on  the  matter. 
The  hearing  is  advertised 
in  the  Boston  Herald  and 
local  newspapers  20  days 
before  the  hearing. 

How  Are  Members 
Chosen? 

Each  of  the  11  commis¬ 
sioners  is  appointed  by 
the  mayor  of  Boston.  The 
Boston  City  Council  must 
then  vote  to  confirm  the 
members'  appointments.

The  general  manager  of 
the  Double  Tree  Hotel  in 
Chinatown  said  at  this 
month's  Safety  Committee 
meeting  that  rowdy  club- 
goers  and  a  non-violent 
incident  of  nighttime  gim 
fire  has  left  his  hotel 
refunding  angry  costumers 
who  vowed  never  to 
return. 

Bob  Newman  said  that 
since  the  hotel  opened  on 
Washington  Street  in  2000, 
"we've  had  issues  on  the 
weekends,  with  the  rooms 
that  face...Tremont  Street." 

Those  "issues,"  said 
Newman,  include  late 
night  noise  complaints  on 
Eriday  and  Saturday 
nights.  He  said  that  he  had 
tolerated  the  noise  com¬ 
plaints  as  "a  cost  of  doing 
business  in  the  city,"  even 
though  the  hotel  ends  up 
refunding  a  small  number 
of  guests  on  most  week¬ 
ends  throughout  the  year. 

"We  put  it  down  to  the 
cost  of  doing  business  in 
the  city,"  he  said.  The  hotel, 
which  provides  space  for 
Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  meetings,  is 
near  the  Theater  District, 
Chinatown  restaurants  and 
many  nightclubs. 

However,  Newman  said 
he  changed  his  view  of  the 
public  disturbances  when 
someone  fired  eight  shots 

Homelessness 
Stays  About 
the  Same  in 
Boston 

Homelessness  in 
Boston  in  2003  stayed  vir¬ 
tually  the  same  as  in  2002, 
according  to  the  city's 
annual  Homeless  Census, 
conducted  on  Dec.  8.  The 
census  counted  6,113 
homeless,  a  1.1%  decrease 
from  last  year. 

Despite  the  slight 
decrease,  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  business  own¬ 
ers  have  perceived  a  jtunp 
in  the  presence  of  home¬ 
less  people  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  At  several  com¬ 
munity  meetings  through¬ 
out  the  year,  people  have 
complained  of  homeless 
people  loitering  in  parks 
and  outside  businesses. 

On  an  evening  late  last 
month,  several  homeless 
people  roamed  Edinboro 
Street.  Homeless  can  often 
be  seen  near  the 
Chinatown  gate,  as  well. 

"We  are  making 
progress  in  a  few  areas, 
but  we  cannot  stop  push¬ 
ing  forward,"  said  Mayor 
Thomas  M.  Menino  of  the 
city' s  homeless  problem, 
in  a  press  statement. 

The  number  of 
Boston's  homeless  has 
increased  by  27%  in  the 
last  decade.

from  a  gun  while  standing 
in  a  nearby  parking  lot. 

"Three  of  those  bullets 
entered  a  car  in  our  park¬ 
ing  lot  that  belonged  to  a 
guest." 

The  hotel  had  to  notify 
the  guest  that  his  window 
was  shattered  by  the  gun 
fire  and  that  the  passenger- 
side  headrest  was  punc¬ 
tured  by  a  bullet. 

"We  had  numerous 
complaints  that  night 
because  of  the  shots  fired 
outside.  I  don't  need  to  tell 
you  that  the  majority  of 
those  guests  sought  a 
refund  and  refused  to  ever 
come  back  to  our  hotel." 

Four  arrests  have  been 
made  in  connection  to  the 
gun  fire,  police  said.  Police 
also  said  that  the  rare  inci¬ 
dent  appeared  to  be  isolat¬ 
ed. 

Newman  said  that  the 
parking  lot  next  to  the 
hotel,  between  the  hours  of 
1:30  and  4  a.m.,  "has  a  zoo¬ 
like  atmosphere  with 
absolutely  no  controls  in 
place." 

"I  understand  that  the 
police  department  can't  be 
there,"  said  Newman,  who 


suggested  that  the  night¬ 
time  trouble  was  caused  by 
people  exiting  nearby 
nightclubs,  such  as  the 
Roxy. 

The  Roxy's  owner, 

Louis  A.  Delpidio,  who 
usually  does  not  attend  the 
Safety  Committee  meet¬ 
ings,  was  present  and  said 
that  the  club  hires  five 
poUce  details  each  Friday 
and  Saturday  night. 

"We  also  have  some  30 
to  40  inside  security  [peo¬ 
ple],"  said  Delpidio. 

He  said  that  the  trouble 
starts  when  club-goers 
"cross  over  and  go  into  a 
parking  lot  that  is  closed." 

Police  officers  at  the 
meeting  suggested  that  the 
troublemakers  in  the  area 
are  possibly  being  served 
too  much  alcohol  at  area 
clubs.  They  also  said  they 
were  working  with  the 
parking  garage's  operator 
to  maintain  better  control 
of  the  lot  during  early 
morning  hours.

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Union  Protesters  Picket  Mayor's 
State  of  the  City  Address

In  response  to  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  angry  imion  pro¬ 
testers  gathered  in  the  bit¬ 
ing  cold  outside  the  John 
Hancock  building  yester¬ 
day  night.  Mayor  Thomas 
M.  Menino  declared  in  his 
State  of  the  City  address  "I 
will  not  mortgage  the  city's 
future." 

As  many  as  5,000  union 
members,  led  by  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolmen's  union, 
packed  the  surrounding 
streets,  some  carrying  signs 
that  read  "Democrats 
Negotiate  Contracts"  —a 
criticism  of  what  they  say 
is  the  mayor's  willingness 
to  spend  money  on  the 
Democratic  National 
Convention  instead  of  new 
contracts  and  pay  raises  for 
nearly  17,000  city  employ¬ 
ees. 

Union  leaders  pegged 
the  amount  of  money  the 
mayor  had  at  his  disposal 
in  excess  of  $400  million  in 
reserves,  while  the  mayor's 
office  argues  that  the  actual 
amoimt  that  could  be  used 
for  new  contracts  is  aroimd 
$36  million.  Dxuing  his 
speech,  Menino  said,  "we 
could  sign  contracts  in  a 


matter  of  days,  once  the 
union  leaders  come  to 
grips  with  the  grim  reali¬ 
ties  of  today's  economy." 
After  the  speech,  the  mayor 
continued  to  criticize  the 
unions,  sajdng  that  $400 
million  was  "not  a  real 
number"  and  that  what  the 
unions  needed  was  a  "reali¬ 
ty  check."  Recent  negotia¬ 
tions  had  come  to  a  stand¬ 
still  without  any  settlement 
being  reached. 

Menino  struck  an 
upbeat  tone  in  the  rest  of 
his  speech,  saying  that 
"Boston  is  poised  for  a 
dynamic  future."  The 
mayor  noted  that  the  life 
sciences  industry  would 
become  increasingly 
important  to  the  local  econ¬ 
omy,  with  a  $124-million 
grant  for  Boston 
Universit/s  biodefense 
and  emerging  infectious 
diseases  lab  and  an  expect¬ 
ed  10,000  jobs  in  the  indus¬ 
try  over  the  next  seven 
years. 

With  regards  to  the 
steep  property  tax  increas¬ 
es  that  local  homeowners 
faced,  the  mayor  promised 
he  would  help  pass  legisla¬ 
tion  aimed  at  protecting 
home  owners  and  taxpay¬ 


ers  from  sharp  increases  of 
up  to  40%. 

Menino  also  briefly 
touched  on  education,  hint¬ 
ing  that  it  was  time  to 
revamp  the  busing  systems 
of  the  1970s  and  allow  chil¬ 
dren  to  be  assigned  to 
schools  in  their  own  neigh¬ 
borhoods.  "For  three 
decades,  court  orders  and 
mandates  have  dictated 
where  our  kids  go  to 
school.  But  it  is  time  for  a 
fresh  look  at  this  outdated 
system  of  assigning  stu¬ 
dents,"  said  the  Mayor. 

The  Democratic 
National  Convention, 
which  has  become  a  sore 
point  between  the  unions 
and  the  mayor,  was  also 
discussed.  Calling  it  a 
"once  in  a  lifetime  platform 
to  showcase  the  new 
Boston  to  the  whole 
world,"  the  mayor  said  that 
he  would  do  whatever  he 
could  to  "ensure  that 
Boston  is  ready  for  its 
close-up." 

In  attendance  for  the 
televised  speech  were 
major  state  officials,  such 
as  governor  Mitt  Romney. 
City  coimcilors  did  not 
attend,  refusing  to  cross 
picket  lines.

became  the  new  treasurer 

*  Hung  Goon  became  the  new  auditor. 

President  Chan  promised  to  work  with 
the  newly  elected  directors  and  the  organi¬ 
zation's  many  members  to  "unify  all  family 
and  organization  members  in  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA),"  to  "establish  a  sound  financial 
system"  for  the  CCBA,  to  make  good  use 
of  all  the  organization's  assets,  "to  end  all 
existing  lawsuits,"  to  increase  commxmity 
services  provided  by  the  CCBA  and  "to 
amend  CCBA's  bylaws  in  order  to  mini¬ 
mize  or  even  to  eliminate  further  disputes 
of  our  members." 

"I  can  assure  you  that  my  colleagues 
and  I... intend  to  work  closely...  to  make 
Chinatown  a  better  place  to  live  and  to  do 
business." 

Chan  is  involved  in  businesses  such  as 
Kirin  Produce  LLC,  Kirin  Commimications 
Inc.,  and  C&H  China  Trade  LLC.  He  was 
also  involved  in  the  Gee  How  Oak  Tin 
Association. 

Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino  participated 
in  the  swearing-in  ceremony. 

"This  is  a  good  day  for  the  city,  a  great 
day  for  the  CCBA,"  said  Menino.  Speaking 
to  Chan,  Menino  said,  "you've  got  a  great 
challenge  ahead  of  you,  but  I  know  you 
have  the  ability  to  get  everyone  working  in 
the  same  direction."  And  talking  about  the 
Chinatown  neighborhood  in  general,  the 
mayor  said,  "because  of  the  unity,  you've 
stayed  strong." 

In  recent  years,  some  of  the  CCBA's 
former  leaders  have  split  from  the  umbrel¬ 
la  organization,  starting  their  own,  com¬ 
peting  organizations. 

Once  housed  in  the  same  building  as 
the  CCBA,  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  (publisher  of  the  Sampan)  and 
the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School  ended 
their  relationships  with  CCBA  with  court 
battles.  Also,  in  recent  years,  some  former 
CCBA  members  have  formed  their  own, 
competing  associations.  For  a  number  of 
years,  the  CCBA  and  the  Chinatown 
Business  Association  -  a  group  founded  by 
former  CCBA  members  -  even  held  sepa¬ 
rate  August  Moon  and  Chinese  New 


Year's  festivals,  a  reflection  of  Chinatown's 
divisiveness. 

Additionally,  the  December  CCBA  elec¬ 
tion  was  preceded  by  a  court  decision  that 
forced  the  CCBA  to  allow  formerly 
expelled  members  to  vote  for  the  new 
president  and  directors.  The  settlement 
concluded  when  a  Suffolk  Superior  Court 
judge  ruled  on  August  1  that  the  CCBA 
had  illegally  removed  20  members  in  1999. 

The  lawsuit  reflects  the  CCBA's  history 
of  controversy  in  the  neighborhood.  The 
nonprofit  organization,  one  of  the  oldest  in 
Chinatown,  has  been  accused  of  mishan¬ 
dling  internal  and  external  conflicts  and 
employing  questionable  financial  actions. 

Last  year,  the  CCBA  waited  so  long  to 
pay  off  money  it  owed  the  Kwong  Kow 
Chinese  School  that  its  90  Tyler  St.  build¬ 
ing  was  almost  auctioned  off. 

Years  earlier,  the  state  Attorney 
General's  Office  took  the  CCBA  to  court, 
resulting  in  the  appointment  of  a  tempo¬ 
rary  CEO,  who  has  been  working  with  the 
association  for  more  than  two  years. 
Lawsuits  have  also  plagued  the  nonprofit 
in  the  last  decade.  The  CCBA  is  a  party  in 
at  least  13  suits  filed  in  the  Suffolk 
Superior  Courthouse.

The  Asian  Diet  Pyramid

With  the  new  limar  year  sea¬ 
son  approaching,  many  people 
think  about  improving  their 
health.  But,  where  should  one 
begin?  Why  not  focus  on  some¬ 
thing  that  impacts  us  on  the 
inside  and  outside:  nutrition. 
Luckily,  there  are  many 
resources  for  those  looking  to 
change  their  nutrition  habits. 

One  of  these  resources  is  the 
USDA  Food  Guide  Pyramid. 

The  pm^jose  of  the  pyramid  was 
to  design  an  object  that  makes  it 
easy  to  visualize  the  nutrition 
recommendations  put  forth  by 
the  USDA.  Since  its  inception  in 
1992,  the  USDA  Food  Guide 
Pyramid  has  been  modified  and 
expanded  to  include  various  eth¬ 
nic  food  guide  pyramids. 
Researchers  at  Cornell  and 
Harvard  University  have  created 
an  official  Asian  Diet  Pyramid, 
specifically  for  the  Asiem  popula¬ 
tion. 

The  Asian  Diet  Pyramid  was 
designed  to  reflect  the  plant- 
based  diets  of  Asia  and  feahire 
foods  Asians  commonly  con¬ 
sume.  The  pyramid  is  a  visual 
guide  that  lets  you  choose  a 
healthy  diet  that  is  right  for  you. 
The  placement  of  the  food 
groups  in  the  pyramid  reflects 
the  emphasis  each  group  of 
foods  should  have  in  the  diet. 

The  base  of  the  Asian  Diet 
Pyramid  emphasizes  whole 
grains,  such  as  rice,  rice  prod¬ 
ucts,  noodles,  breads  and  grains. 
Resting  just  above  the  grain 
group  is  the  "fruits,  legumes, 
nuts,  seeds  and  vegetables  cate- 


Happy  New  Year!  This  is  a 
good  time  to  focus  on  yoiur 
health,  and  to  make  sure  that 
you  are  taking  good  care  of  your 
body.  Here  are  some  tips  for 
staying  fit  and  strong  this  year: 

>Make  an  appointment  to  visit 
your  primary  care  doctor.  A  pri¬ 
mary  care  doctor  is  trained  to 
give  you  basic  care  to  keep  you 
healthy.  If  you  have  any  special 
problems,  your  primary  care 
doctor  ^vill  refer  you  to  other 
special  doctors  for  additional 
care.  You  should  see  your  prima¬ 
ry  care  doctor  at  least  once  a  year 
for  an  annual  check-up,  even  if 
you  feel  completely  healthy. 

>Check  that  you  have  gotten  all 


gory.  This  group  is  important 
because  choosing  a  variety  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  is  key  to 
obtaining  the  vitamin  and  miner¬ 
als  the  body  needs.  In  addition 
to  these  foods,  physical  exercise, 
moderate  consumption  of  veg¬ 
etable  oil,  plant-based  beverages 
(tea),  and  alcoholic  beverages  are 
recommended  daily. 

Moving  up  the  pyramid,  fish 
and  shellfish,  along  with  low-fat 
dairy  products  are  optional  daily 
servings.  Foods  that  should  be 


consumed  weekly  include 
sweets,  eggs,  and  poultry,  and 
lean  meat  should  be  consumed 
no  more  than  once  a  month. 


of  your  annual  screening  tests. 
These  are  special  tests  that  may 
detect  dangerous  diseases  in 
their  earliest  stages.  Detecting  a 
disease  early  gives  you  a  better 
chance  of  being  cured.  Some 
common  screening  tests  include: 
blood  pressure  check,  pap  smear 
Emd  mammogram  (to  detect 
breast  cancer  in  women),  choles¬ 
terol  test,  diabetes  test,  prostate 
test,  colonoscopy  (to  detect  colon 
cancer).  You  should  talk  with 
your  primary  care  doctor  about 
when  you  need  to  get  these  tests. 

>Stop  smoking.  If  you  smoke  or 
live  with  someone  who  smokes, 
the  tobacco  and  smoke  are  harm¬ 
ing  your  health.  Smoking  is 
known  to  cause  diseases  such  as 


.^though  the  Asian  Diet 
Pyramid  looks  just  like  the 
USDA  Food  Guide  Pyramid, 
there  are  some  major  differences. 
For  instance,  the  Asian  Diet 
I^amid  is  split  into  11  food  cat¬ 
egories  and  one  activity  catego¬ 
ry.  The  foods  at  the  base  of  the 
pyramid  should  be  consumed 
daily,  and  those  foods  at  the  top 
of  the  pyramid  should  be  eaten 
less  frequently,  approximately 
once  a  month.  In  contrast.  The 
USDA  Food  Guide  Pyramid  con¬ 


sists  of  only  six  food  categories, 
in  which  there  are  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  daily  consumption  of 
each.  Another  key  difference

>Increase  your  exercise.  Any 
type  of  activity  can  really 
improve  your  health.  Try  to  do 
something  active  every  day,  even 
for  only  15  minutes.  Some  easy 
examples  of  good  exercise 
include  walking  to  the  market, 
shoveling  snow,  and  playing 
with  your  children. 

>Drink  lots  of  water.  It  is  espe¬ 
cially  easy  to  get  dehydrated 
during  the  wintertime,  when  the 
heat  is  always  on,  and  the  air  is 
dry.  Remember  to  drink  water  as 
often  as  possible.  Also,  try  to  cut 
back  on  drinks  that  have  caf- 


between  the  pyramids  is  the 
USDA  Food  Guide  Pyramid 
specifies  serving  sizes  and 
amovmts  for  each  food  category. 
The  Asian  Diet  Pyramid  leaves  it 
up  to  the  consumer  to  determine 
serving  sizes  and  amounts.  Both 
pyramids  emphasize  whole 
grains,  fruits  and  vegetables,  and 
low-fat  and  lean  miUc  and  meat 
products.  Despite  their  differ¬ 
ences,  each  pyramid  is  a  helpful 
guide  to  making  healthy  food 
choices. 

The  Asian  Diet  Pyramid  is 
meant  to  be  used  as  a  guide  for 
food  choices.  The  amount  of 
food  consumed  within  each 
group  can  be  self -regulated  and 
moderation  is  encouraged.  It  is 
important  to  choose  a  variety  of 
foods  within  each  food  group  to 
enstire  all  the  important  nutri¬ 
ents  are  represented  in  the  diet. 

A  balanced  diet,  composed  of  a 
variety  of  foods,  is  a  good  start 
to  achieving  overall  good  health. 

The  Diet  Pyramid  is  meant  to 
be  a  guide  for  entire  populations. 
Individual  preferences  and  needs 
will  vary.  For  more  nutrition 
information,  it  may  be  helpful  to 
consult  a  nutrition  expert,  such 
as  a  nutritionist  or  dietitian.

Expanding  Waistlines 
around  the  World

Have  you  ever  seen  a  commer¬ 
cial  on  TV  in  which  someone  is  sit¬ 
ting  in  a  fancy 
restaurant  and 
the  waiter  places 
a  covered  dish 
on  the  table?  The 
waiter  lifts  the 
cover  to  reveal  a 
minuscule 
amount  of  food 
on  the  plate  and 
the  poor  diner  pokes  around  at  the 
food  wondering  where  the  rest  of 
it  is.  This  may  sound  amusing, 
but  if  you  stop  and  think  of  how 
large  portion  sizes  are  these  days, 
especially  in  this  coimtry,  you'll 
realize  that  this  minuscule  amoimt 
of  food  is  actually  close  to  the  rec¬ 
ommended  serving  sizes  in  the 
Food  Guide  Pyramid. 

As  a  personal  trainer  and  exer¬ 
cise  physiologist,  I  was  trained  to 
advise  people  who  want  to  lose 
weight  to  do  a  combination  of  the 
following:  a  well-balanced,  low- 
fat  diet  and  a  regular  exercise  rou¬ 
tine.  In  the  last  several  months,  I 
have  learned  that  it  is  not  as  sim¬ 
ple  as  "eat  more  veggies  and  exer¬ 
cise  more."  I've  learned  that  iti s 
actually  very  hard  to  follow  a 
healthy  diet  in  this  country.  When 
you  compare  the  size  of  a  bagel 
today  to  one  20  years  ago,  you'll 
see  that  the  size  has  been  tripled.  It 
seems  that  everything  is  getting 
bigger.  Whenever  you  go  to  a  fast 
food  restaurant,  you're  asked  if 
you'd  like  to  super-size  your  meal 
for  another  39  cents.  Why  are  por¬ 
tion  sizes  so  big  these  days?  It  all 
started  in  the  80s  when  food  com¬ 
panies  started  introducing  larger 
sizes.  Restaurants  also  began  com¬ 
peting  with  each  other  for  cus¬ 
tomers.  Most  people  like  to  get 
more  for  their  money.  Restaurant 
owners  realized  this,  so  they 
began  offering  people  bigger  por¬ 
tions  so  that  the  diners  would  feel 
like  they're  getting  their  money's 
worth  of  food. 

To  place  things  in  perspective, 
a  bottle  of  Coca-Cola  is  52%  larger 
here  than  one  in  France  and  a  U.S. 
cheeseburger  eclipses  its  French 
coimterpart  by  a  whopping  140%. 
These  startling  numbers  have  also 
brought  about  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  people  who  qualify  as 
obese.  Today,  two-thirds  of  the 
American  population  is  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  overweight.  A  total  of 
37%  of  the  children  in  the  U.S.  are 
obese,  followed  by  20%  in  Europe, 
and  10%  in  China.  Although  that 
10%  seems  like  a  small  percentage, 
consider  that  China  has  approxi-

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mately  290  million  children. 
The  staggering  number 
comes  out  to  29  million  chil¬ 
dren. 

The  government  also 
subsidizes  the  production  of 
com,  wheat,  sugar,  and  soy 
which  are  among  the  main 
components  of  many  junk 
foods.  Thus  it  is  inexpensive 
for  food  companies  to  pro¬ 
duce  such  products,  which 
allows  them  to  continue  to 
sell  these  unhealthy  prod¬ 
ucts  to  consmners  at  a  large 
profit.  Ironically;  it  is  usual¬ 
ly  less  expensive  and  often 
more  convenient  to  con¬ 
sume  fast  food  than  it  is  to 
buy  fresh  fruit  and  vegeta¬ 
bles  or  to  cook  meals  at 
home. 

So  why  is  it  so  hard  to 
lose  weight  these  days  and 
so  easy  to  gain  weight?  The 
answer  may  lie  with  the 
type  of  environment  that  we 
live  in.  You  can  start  by 
turning  on  the  TV.  How 
many  commercials  can  you 
count  that  advertise  high- 
calorie,  low-nutrient  snacks? 
It  isn't  a  coincidence  that 
these  ads  appear  more  fre¬ 
quently  during  children's 
programming  and  sports 
events  like  the  Superbowl. 
Pick  up  that  magazine  on 
your  coffee  table  or  any  of 
the  flyers  in  yovu  Simday 
paper.  How  many  of  those 
foods  are  actually  nutri¬ 
tious?  Take  a  survey  around 
your  kitchen  and  cupbocird. 
What  is  it  that  influenced 
you  to  buy  those  frozen  din¬ 
ners,  cookies,  pastries,  beer, 
and  chips?  As  you  read  this. 


you  might  be  thinking  to 
yourself,  "You  must  be 
crazy,  everyone  has  this 
stuff  in  their  house.  1  don't 
have  time  to  cook  an3rway." 
Well,  keep  those  thoughts  in 
your  mind  for  now.  They'll 
make  sense  later. 

Now,  step  outside.  Look 
at  all  those  ads  that  you  see 
on  the  sides  of  the  buses,  on 
the  billboards,  and  at  the  T 
stations.  Pictures  of  young, 
fit  men  and  women  who  are 
mimching  away  on  chips  or 
drinking  alcohol.  The  ad 
that  always  makes  me  laugh 
is  the  one  where  a  "personal 
trainer"  is  standing  in  back 
of  his  client  who's  doing  a 
shoulder  press  with  dumb¬ 
bells.  Instead  of  keeping  his 
eye  on  his  client's  form,  he's 
got  his  eyes  on  the  bottle  of 
low-carb  beer.  By  using 
yoimg,  attractive,  and  slim 
models  in  their  advertise¬ 
ments,  these  food  compa¬ 
nies  are  sending  messages  to 
consumers  that  make  their 
products  more  appealing 
and  thus  more  marketable. 
When  was  the  last  time  that 
you  saw  an  overweight  per¬ 
son  or  an  average-looking 
"real"  person  in  a  potato 
chip  ad?  Sure,  there's  that 
guy  in  the  Subway  ads,  but 
those  commercials  stUl  seem 
to  send  the  misleading  mes¬ 
sage  that  if  you  go  on  the 
"Subway  diet,"  you'll  lose  a 
lot  of  weight  like  he  did. 

Many  of  us  eat  out  sever¬ 
al  times  a  week.  Whenever 
we're  hungry,  the  first  thing 
that  we  look  for  is  which 
restaurant  has  big  portion 
sizes  so  that  we'll  be  able  to 
leave  the  restaurant  feeling 
full.  If  we  go  to  a  place  that 


gives  us  less  than  we  expect, 
we  feel  that  we  have  been 
ripped-off.  The  restaurant 
owners  have  known  this 
concept  of  supply  and 
demand  for  years,  which  is 
why  over  the  years,  portion 
sizes  have  gotten  bigger  and 
bigger.  In  the  process,  our 
perception  of  how  much  we 
should  be  eating  has  become 
warped.  We  are  smrounded 
by  a  culture  that  makes  us 
think  that  "more  is  better." 
Since  I  grew  up  in  Boston, 
I've  pretty  much  gone  to 
almost  every  restaurant  in 
Chinatown.  When  I  was  a 
kid,  I  never  ate  a  lot,  but 
once  I  became  an  adult  and 
started  becoming  physically 
active,  my  appetite  grew. 
Anyone  who  knows  me  will 
tell  you  that  my  appetite 
knows  no  boxmds.  So,  obvi¬ 
ously  I  will  be  the  last  to 
complain  if  I  go  to  a  restau¬ 
rant  and  they  give  me  a  box¬ 
ful  of  rice  that's  enough  to 
feed  a  family  of  four.  For  the 
average  individual,  howev¬ 
er,  who  only  has  time  to 
exercise  twice  a  week,  if  at 
all,  finishing  the  entire  box 
of  rice  five  days  a  week  will 
be  a  factor  in  widening  the 
waistline.  Add  to  that  the 
bubble  tea  drink  or  frapucci- 
no  from  the  coffee  shop  and 
a  couple  of  char  siu  boo  or  ho 
lor  bao,  and  you  can  stop 
wondering  where  those 
love-handles  came  from. 

The  food  industry  and 
portion  sizes  are  not  the  lone 
culprits  in  causing  this  obe¬ 
sity  epidemic.  Advances  in 
technology  can  also  be  held 
accountable.  Things  that 
have  made  our  lives  easier 
such  as  the  automobile  and 


remote  control  have  also 
caused  us  to  become  less 
physically  active  over  the 
years. 

How  can  a  person  possi¬ 
bly  stay  healthy  and  main¬ 
tain  their  weight  in  such  an 
unhealthy  environment?  I 
tell  my  students  in  my 
weight-management  class 
that  they  need  to  have  the 
mindset  of  a  warrior.  Never 
go  grocery  shopping  on  an 
empty  stomach  because 
usually  your  blood  sugar 
level  will  be  low  and  your 
body  will  be  sending  mes¬ 
sages  to  your  brain  that 
cause  you  to  crave  salty  and 
sugary  foods.  If  you've  ever 
done  this  before,  you'll  end 
up  spending  more  than  you 
otherwise  would  have  on 
tons  of  jtmk  food.  Sugary 
snacks  and  cereals  are  also 
usually  strategically  placed 
on  lower  sections  of  shelves 
at  the  grocery  store  so  that 
they  are  within  arms'  reach 
of  kids.  Avoid  being  nagged 
by  your  child  or  younger 
sibling  by  steering  clear  of 
these  aisles. 

Whenever  you  eat  out 
and  a  monster  plate  comes 
out  from  the  kitchen,  don't 
be  afraid  to  eat  half  and  save 
the  rest  for  later.  If  you're 
going  to  a  party  or  get- 
together,  have  some  fruit  or 
something  light  before  you 
leave  the  house,  so  that  you 
won't  overeat  later.  Try  not 
to  constantly  award  kids  for 
good  behavior  with  a  trip  to 
the  fast  food  restaurant  or 
with  candy  and  sweets.  This 
wiU  only  have  a  negative 
impact  on  their  food  choices 
later  in  life  when  they  will 
associate  sugary  or  fatty 


foods  with  positive  feelings. 
Many  people  drink  a  can  of 
soda  with  every  meal.  A 
typical  can  of  soda  has  120 
calories,  so  if  someone  eats 
three  times  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week,  for  one  year, 
the  soda  can  be  the  source  of 
an  additional  37  pounds  of 
fat  to  that  person's  weight 
considering  that  one  pound 
of  fat  is  equal  to  3,500  calo¬ 
ries. 

Parents,  please  make 
sure  that  your  kids  eat 
breakfast.  Amber  Shafer,  a 
colleague  of  mine,  and  I  did 
a  survey  of  28  tenth  graders 
from  the  Josiah  Quincy 
Upper  School  and  were 
alarmed  to  find  out  that  of 
this  group,  only  three  ate 
breakfast.  Out  of  the  three 
that  did  eat  breakfast,  one 
student  said  that  he  eats 
bacon  and  Pepsi.  I'm  happy 
to  say  that  all  of  the  students 
eat  dinner  on  a  daily  basis. 
This  may  be  because  this  is 
the  one  time  during  the  day 
that  the  whole  family  sits 
down  at  the  table.  Even 
more  alarming,  however,  is 
the  fact  that  dinner  is  some¬ 
times  the  first  and  only  real 
meal  that  these  students 
have  during  the  day. 

As  you  can  see,  we  have 
much  work  ahead  of  us  to 
do  before  we  can  become  a 
healthier  population. 
Fortunately,  the  Wang 
YMCA  is  one  of  three 
YMCAs  in  the  Boston  area 
and  52  nationwide  who 
have  won  a  grant  called  the 
Total  Health  Initiative  to 
assist  and  develop  innova¬ 
tive  programming  for  the 
large  group  of  people  who 
join  gyms  every  year,  but  for 


some  reason  or  other  get 
discouraged  and  end  up 
quitting  after  three  months. 
This  group  is  called  the 
"Try/Fail  population".  Ovu 
YMCA  is  in  a  prime  location 
to  help  the  surrounding 
community  to  improve  their 
quality  of  life.  We  have  part¬ 
nered  with  physicians  and 
nutritionists  from  Tufts- 
NEMC  and  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center 
to  develop  programs  to  fight 
obesity  in  adults,  adoles¬ 
cents,  and  preschool-aged 
children.  Starting  in 
January,  we  will  also  have  a 
massage  therapist  on  hand 
to  give  chair  massages  by 
appointment  and  we  will 
have  two  physical  therapy 
co-op  students  from 
Northeastern  University  on 
staff.  Also  remember  that 
we  are  one  of  the  few  fitness 
centers  in  the  area  that  have 
a  bilingual  fitness  staff  and 
a  popular  aerobics  and  yoga 
class  taught  in  Mandarin  by 
Amanda  Luo.  We  also  offer 
a  weekend  family  member¬ 
ships  to  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  for  only  $100  a  year. 
In  addition  we  offer  finan¬ 
cial  assistance  to  those  who 
have  low  financial  income. 

The  fight  on  obesity 
seems  far  from  over,  as 
waistlines  arotmd  the  world 
continue  to  expand. 
However,  with  some  effort 
on  aU  fronts,  we  may  be  able 
to  turn  the  tide  and  hopeful¬ 
ly  talk  about  this  epidemic 
as  a  thing  of  the  past  years 
from  now.

What  kind  of  person 
do  you  picture  when  you 
hear  the  name  Ben  Sloat? 
What  if  you  were  told  that 
Sloat's  father  was  Jewish. 
What  if  you  were  told  that 
he  grew  up  in  New  York? 

Try  to  imagine  his 
complexion,  hair  color, 
facial  features,  and  back- 
groimd. 

Now,  what  if  you 
were  told  that  Sloat's 
mother  was 
Taiwanese,  and  that 
Sloat  went  to  a 
Chinese  school  and 
can  speak 
Mandarin? 

Has  your  mental 
image  of  him 
changed? 

Sloat,  along  with 
his  half- Asian  artist 
partner,  Steve 
Aishman,  who  is 
half  Japanese,  want¬ 
ed  to  explore  this 
issue  of  ethnic  iden¬ 
tity  as  it  pertains  to 
people  of  part- Asian 
descent.  So,  two-and-a- 
half  years  ago,  the  artists 
began  photographing  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  half  or  part 
Asian  to  create  their  photo 
exhibit,  called  "1/2  Asian 
Portrait  Studio." 

"We  wanted  to  create 
...a  visual  community  [of 
half  Asians],"  said  Sloat. 


"We  wanted  to  collect 
images  of  people  with  our 
same  mixed  identity."  The 
artists,  said  Sloat,  inten¬ 
tionally  wanted  to  create  a 
"repetition"  of  the  faces  of 
people  who  are  half  or 
part  Asian,  so  that  viewers 
would  realize  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  the  half  Asian 
population. 

Each  person  pho- 


about  what  we  are  based 
on  what  we  look  like. 
They  say  'well,  you  have 
this  kind  of  nose. .  .so  this 
is  what  you  are.'"  This 
inspired  the  artists,  he 
said,  to  "play  with  these 
different  categories"  of 
race  and  identity. 

"I've  had  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  going  to  Mexico 
and  having  people  think

tographed  is  portrayed  in 
one  photo  as  being  more 
"Western,"  in  another  as 
being  more  "Asian,"  and 
in  another  as  being  "neu¬ 
tral." 

The  two  artists  took  the 
three  different  photos, 
according  to  Sloat,  because 
"people  are  confused 


I'm  Mexican  or  being  in 
Asia  and  having  people 
think  I'm  Asian,"  said 
Sloat. 

Sloat  celebrates  what 
he  calls  this  growing  half 
Asian  population. 

Sloat  said  that  having 
grown  up  in  New  York 
with  many  other  Asians 


and  half  Asians,  he 
viewed  his  backgroimd  as 
a  "source  of  pride." 

"I  felt  that  I  was  sort  of 
the  embodiment  of  what 
New  York  really  was." 

He  also  calls  the  half- 
Asian  population  an 
'American  phenomenon' 
because  the  parents  of 
many  half  Asians  met  in 
America.  Sloat  said  he 

feels  that  in  most 
of  America,  this 
population  is 
largely  accepted, 
though  it  might 
not  be  in  many 
Asian  countries. 
On  the  artists' 
Web  site, 

www.halfasian.us, 
Sloat  says,  "I 
believe  that  half- 
Asian  people  have 
a  certain  kinship 
that  exists  regard¬ 
less  of  what 
hybrid  they  hap¬ 
pen  to  be,  it  does¬ 
n't  even  matter 
from  what  part  of 
Asia  we  are  from, 
all  that  matters  is  that  we 
are  half  Asian!" 

"1/2  Asian"  is  on  exhibit 
through  January  31  at  the 
Cambridge  Center  for  Adult 
Education,  42  Brattle  St, 
Cambridge.

Michael  Joo  Is  His  Artwork 


Pottery  and  Pastry 

A  profile  of  Taiwanese- 
American  artist  Caroline  Yeh

While  Michael  Joo  is 
willing  to  put  a  great  deal 
of  himself  in  his  art  work, 
it  seems  unlikely  he  would 
consider  his  art  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  self.  What,  after  all, 
could  he  be  trying  to 
express  by  displaying 
three  beakers  of  his  own 
preserved  urine  imder  the 
title  "Yellow,  Yellower, 
Yellowest"?  Encountering 
this  particular  piece  at  the 
MIT  List  Visual  Arts 
Center  recently,  I  exam¬ 
ined  it  closely,  wondering 
if  the  contents  truly  were 
excreted  by  the  artist.  I 
could  not  detect  an  odor. 
The  first  container  was 
labeled  Genghis  Khan,  the 
second  Benedict  Arnold, 
and  the  third  Michael  Joo. 

Joo,  a  Korean  American 
artist  working  out  of  New 
York,  is  concerned  with 
what  he  describes  as 
"hyperextensions  of  our 
physical  selves."  People 
increasingly  attempt  to 
project  themselves  into  the 
world  cuound  them,  and 
Joo  finds  the  result  both 
tragic  and  ironic.  His  con¬ 
structions  suggest  that  the 
entire  notion  of  "self"  is,  to 
say  the  least,  unstable. 
Who,  then,  is  Michael  Joo? 

Bom  in  1966,  Joo  was 
the  son  of  Korean  parents 
living  in  upstate  New 
York.  He  received  his  first 
Bachelor's  degree  in 
Biology  from  Wesleyan 
University,  and  then  a  sec¬ 


ond  in  Fine  Art  from  the 
University  of  Washington. 
Ultimately  choosing  art 
over  science,  Joo  went  on 
to  complete  an  MFA  at 
Yale,  but  scientific  themes 
and  images  still  inform 
and  inspire  his  work.  In 
some  pieces,  one  can 
detect  a  kind  of  scientific 
reductionism,  suggesting 
that  the  whole  of  human 
reality  is  contained  in  our 
fleeting,  mutable  physicali- 

ty- 

The  artist,  according  to 
Joo,  is  a  "producer  and 
consvuner  of  energy  and 
waste."  That  description, 
however,  seems  fitting  for 
any  hum^  being.  Perhaps 
that  is  the  point;  we  are  all, 
in  a  sense,  artists,  for  we 
all  create  things,  even  if  its 
only  our  own  sweat  and 
urine,  but  how  conscious 
are  we  of  the  purposes  and 
consequences  behind  what 
we  produce  and  consume? 
Furthermore,  what  is  the 
connection  between  what 
we  produce  and  who  we 
are? 

Looking  at  the  produc¬ 
tions  of  Michael  Joo,  one 
can  find  his  urine,  his 
name,  and  his  image 
throughout,  but  still  the  art 
does  not  seem  to  be  auto¬ 
biographical.  Instead,  he 
uses  his  physical  self  as 
simply  his  most  available 
material.  In  his  piece 
Mongoloid  Version  B-29, 
for  example,  he  has  paint¬ 
ed  himself  nude,  posing  as 
a  Korean  "pin-up  girl",  on 


a  panel  from  an  actual 
American  war  plane  that 
flew  in  the  Korean  War. 
The  over-production  of 
similar  images  with  Asian 
women  has  created  a  cul¬ 
tural  expectation  in  the 
viewer  which  Joo  subverts 
by  interposing  an  Asian 
man.  By  using  his  own 
image  as  the  Asian  man, 
he  also  raises  the  question 
of  how  such  stereotyped 
images  affected  his  own 
sense  of  identity. 

Another  sexualized 
image  of  the  artist  appears 
in  Joo's  Salt  Transfer 
Cycle.  In  the  second  part 
of  this  three  part  video,  Joo 
has  recorded  himself  run¬ 
ning  naked  through  the 
Great  Salt  Desert  of  Utah, 
with  a  well-occasioned 
close-up  of  his  firm  but¬ 
tocks.  The  effect  is  both 
humorous  and  erotic,  set 
in  the  context  of  more  seri¬ 
ous  and  abstract  themes. 
Ultimately,  the  elevated 
potency  and  mobility  of 
self  is  imdercut  in  the  final 
part  of  the  video,  in  which 
the  artist  sits  in  the  moim- 
tains  of  South  Korea,  his 
naked  body  encrusted 
with  salt,  while  he  is  licked 
by  a  formidably  sized  elk. 
The  covering  of  salt  accen¬ 
tuates  his  anonymity, 
while  his  juxtaposition 
with  the  elk  drives  home 
the  smallness  of  a  human 
life  in  the  context  of  the 
natural  world. 

A  similar  theme  is 
explored  in  Joo's  most 


recent  work  Circannual 
Rhythm  (pibloktok),  a 
three-screen  digital  video 
installation  shot  in  Alaska. 
In  the  first  "walking"  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  three-part 
sequence,  the  artist  is,  once 
again,  also  the  protagonist. 
Joo's  image  is  centered  in 
the  middle  screen,  at  times 
walking  away  from  the 
viewer,  and  at  times 
approaching,  echoing  the 
expansion  and  retraction 
of  ourselves  in  the  world. 
As  Joo  walks  away  from 
the  camera  into  the  daunt¬ 
ing  mountainous  land¬ 
scape,  one  becomes  aware 
of  the  irony  of  man's  insis¬ 
tence  on  putting  himself  in 
the  center  of  every  view. 
After  a  few  minutes,  the 
figure  has  become  smaller 
and  indistinct,  while  the 
landscape  perseveres 
imchanged. 

The  complexity  of 
Michael  Joo  (scientist, 
artist,  Korean,  American) 
is  evident  in  the  complexi¬ 
ty  of  themes  explored  by 
his  work.  In  exploring 
these  themes,  he  tends  to 
blur  more  lines  than  he 
draws,  and  raise  more 
questions  than  he  answers, 
and  in  doing  so  he  evokes 
an  xmsettlingly  sense  of 
"Who  are  we?"  Imbedding 
himself  in  his  art,  he  seems 
to  be  asking  this  question 
personally.  Who  are  you? 
Who  am  I?  WTiy  do  you 
think  you  know  who  I  am?

"I  feel  bad  about  those 
pumpkin  pies,"  Caroline 
Yeh  said  to  me  at  the  bak¬ 
ery  where  we  work.  She 
told  me  how  the  pies 
looked  pathetic. 

It  was  true.  The 
meringue  was  melting  into 
a  gooey  reser¬ 
voir  on  the  top 
of  each  pie. 

Although  we 
were  merely 
the  sellers  of 
these  pies,  not 
their  creators, 
to  Yeh,  we 
were  acces¬ 
sories  to  a 
major  aesthetic 
crime.  She  was 
appalled  by  the 
lack  of  skill 
used  to  make 
the  pies. 

"And  look 
at  those  pecan 
pies.  They're 
ugly.  I  can 
make  much 
better  pecan 
pies." 

Yeh,  who 
stands  approxi¬ 
mately  five  feet 
tall,  can  at  times  look  men¬ 
acingly  disdainful. 
Twenty-three  years  old,  she 
describes  herself  as  "head 
strong  and  independent." 
Her  passion  for  the  pastry 
arts  was  clear  in  the  ruth¬ 
lessness  of  her  critique.  The 
chef  was  knovm  to  be  com¬ 
petent,  yet  for  whatever 
reason,  some  of  the  pastries 
were  composed  in  a  sloppy 
manner.  The  effect  this 
had  on  Yeh  must  have 
been  similar  to  that  of  a  tal¬ 
ented  film  student  having 
to  watch  an  egregiously 
stupid  high-budget 
Hollywood  film,  aU  the 
time  thinking  "How  could 
someone  put  aU  those 
resources  to  such  an  ugly 
end?"  or  more  simply,  "I 
cordd  do  such  a  better  job." 

One  Sunday  in 
December  I  went  out  to 
Brookline  Village  to  see 
first-hand  just  what  she 
could  do.  Although  she 
has  been  "out  of  the 
kitchen"  since  moving  to 
Boston,  Yeh  has  been 
working  steadily  in  her 
other  medium,  clay,  and 
her  work  was  on  display 
last  month  at  the  Feet  of 
Qay  Pottery  Studio  on 
Station  Street.  Being  rather 
clumsy,  I  am  somewhat 
xmcomfortable  in  small 
spaces  filled  with  ceramics, 
and  generally  try  not  to 
touch  anything,  but  Yeh's 
work  asked  to  be  touched. 
The  majority  of  her  pieces 
are  asymmetric  cylinders, 
conspicuously  hand  made, 
that  appear  as  if  they  could 
be  easily  unraveled  and 
returned  to  a  flat  piece  of 
clay.  Though  each  piece 
was  brittle  ceramic,  upon 
touching  the  works,  I  dis¬ 
covered  the  their  strength, 
rather  than  their  fragility. 


Yeh  says  she  wants  her 
viewers  "to  realize  the 
piece  is  handmade  and 
unique,  and  could  not  be 
created  by  a  machine." 

She  has  moved  away 
from  wheel-throwing 
forms  "to  steer  away  from 
the  idea  that  pottery  must 
look  perfectly  symmetrical 
to  be  beautiful." 
But  the  great 
irony  of  this 
claim  is  that 
Yeh,  herself, 
comes  off  as  a 
perfectionist. 
Perhaps  it  is 
this  contradic¬ 
tion  within  her  - 
-  perfectionism 
blended  with 
humanism  ~ 
that  prompts 
her  richly  origi¬ 
nal  and  well- 
crafted  designs. 

The  piece 
I  ended  up  pur¬ 
chasing  was  a 
blue  spiraling 
cylinder  deco¬ 
rated  with  a 
decal  of  a 
woman  being 
pulled  in  a  char¬ 
iot  by  a  dragon. 
This  piece,  forme,  best 
exemplifies  Yeh's  eye  for 
color,  curve,  and  line.  The 
scene  Yeh  chose  for  the 
surface  has  a  particularly 
graceful  motion  that  echoes 
the  sweeping  curve  of  the 
hand-rolled  clay.  Her  sur¬ 
faces,  in  general,  are  the 
most  conspicuously  beauti¬ 
ful  components  of  her 
work.  Yeh  cites  her  use  of 
waterslide  ceramic  decals 
featuring  flowers,  butter¬ 
flies,  tigers,  and  dragons  as 
stemming  from  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  Heeseimg  Lee's 
work,  and  also  as  a  way  to 
incorporate  her  oiltural 
heritage  into  her  work. 

Yeh  describes  her  par¬ 
ents  as  "traditional  Chinese 
parents."  In  the  1970s, 
they  moved  from  Taiwan 
to  Los  Angeles,  where  Yeh 
was  bom  and  raised.  Yeh's 
artistic  lifestyle  seems 
impractical  to  her  parents 
at  times. 

However,  Yeh  says 
"enjoying  my  life  is  a  lot 
more  important  to  me  than 
earning  a  lot  of  money  or 
trying  to  make  my  parents 
happy." 

For  a  23-year-old 
woman,  Yeh  has  already 
seen  much  of  the  world. 
After  leaving  Los  Angeles, 
she  lived  in  Philadelphia, 
D.C.,  Rome,  and  New  York 
all  for  significant  stretches 
of  time  before  moving  here 
to  Boston  last  February. 

The  art  scene  in 
Philadelphia  had  a  forma¬ 
tive  impression  on  her.  She 
found  it  to  be  a  cohesive 
and  open  community 
where  she  was  constantly 
exposed  to  and  inspired  by 
new  work.  While  studying 
at  Penn  and  taking 
Ceramics  classes  at  the

see  any  homeless  person  you  feel 
might  be  in  distress,  I  urge  you  to 
call  911.  My  Emergency  Shelter 
Commission  is  operating  at  full 
tilt  right  now.  Shelters  are  crowd¬ 
ed,  but  no  one  is  turned  away  in 
these  severe  weather  conditions. 
Outreach  workers,  Emergency 
Medical  Services  and  the  Boston 
Police  are  all  working  around  the 
clock  to  identify  any  potential 
problems  and  bring  people  off 
the  streets  and  into  safety. 

Signs  of  hypothermia,  or  low 
body  temperature,  include  confu¬ 
sion,  difficulty  speaking,  swollen 
face  or  slow  breathing.  The  best 
way  to  combat  hypothermia  is  to 
dress  properly  —  and  that 
includes  wearing  layers,  wearing 
mittens  instead  of  gloves,  wear¬ 
ing  a  hat,  wearing  dry  clothing 
and  using  a  scarf  to  cover  your 
neck.  Loose-fitting  clothes  trap 
warm  air  and  will  help  you  stay 
warmer. 

While  inside,  building  own¬ 
ers  are  required  to  provide  heat 
at  68  degrees  during  the  day  and 
64  degrees  at  night  from 
September  15  to  June  15.  My 
Inspectional  Services  Department 
has  a  24-hour  No  Heat  service.  If 
an  owner  or  manager  fails  to 


respond  to  your  call,  you  can  call 
ISD  at  635-5322  during  business 
hours  or  my  24-hour  Hotline  at 
635-4500  during  off-hours. 
Someone  will  respond  to  your 
call  and  they  will  have  identifica¬ 
tion.  ISD  responded  to  250  no¬ 
heat  calls  since  the  cold  weather 
started  during  the  middle  of  last 
week.  ISD  also  reminds  people 
that,  should  they  have  frozen 
pipes,  to  not  use  a  blowtorch  in 
an  attempt  to  thaw  the  blockage. 

The  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Development 
offers  Homeworks  Emergency 
Loan  Program  for  zero-interest 
loans  of  up  to  $5,000  for  home 
repairs.  Leaky  roofs  or  frozen 
pipes  are  unforhmate  any  time  of 
year,  but  winter  is  the  least 
opportune  time  for  such  occur¬ 
rences.  For  information,  you  can 
call  635-0600  or  log  on  to 
www.cityofboston.gov  and  enter 
keyword  "HomeWorks." 

It's  important  to  note  that 
grills  and  ovens  are  not  suitable 
heat  sources.  Space  heaters, 
which  must  be  turned  off  at 
night,  should  not  be  operated 
near  any  combustible  materials. 
They  are  also  illegal  if  operated 
by  liquid  fuel.

JANUARY 


The  ever-expand¬ 
ing  Boston 
Chinese 
Evangelical 
Church,  which

The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  surprised  many 
in  the  neighborhood  when  it 
chose  Millennium  Partners  on 
Jan.  16  to  build  office  space  on 
Hayward  Place,  a  nearly  acre¬ 
sized  lot  on  Lower  Washington 
Street.  Millennium  Partners,  who 
had  built  a  high-rise  luxury  con¬ 
dominium  next  to  the  lot,  was 
the  only  developer  who  pro¬ 
posed  office  space  and  not  hous¬ 
ing  for  the  lot,  though  the  office 
market  had  about  a  15%  vacancy 
rate.  Some  suspected  that  the 
City  and  the  BRA  arranged  long 
ago  for  the  Millennium  Partners 
to  get  the  Hayward  Place  site. 
Others,  however,  felt  that  office 
space  on  the  lot  would  help  bal¬ 
ance  the  many  luxury  housing 
units  online  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood. 


The  Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown  coalition  met  on  Jan. 
29  for  the  first  time  to  discuss  the 
future  of  Parcel  24,  a  lot  along 
Hudson  Street  that  will  become 
available  for  development  once 
the  Big  Dig  is  completed.  For 
years,  Chinese  and  Syrian  fami¬ 
lies  lived  in  row  houses  along 
Hudson  Street  where  Parcel  24  is 
now  located.  But  in  the  1950s 
and  1960s,  the  residents  were 
forced  to  move  and  their  homes 
were  demolished  for  a  highway 
ramp. 


FEBRUARY 

Policeman  Frank  Walsh 
announced  at  the  Feb.  5 
Chinatown  Safety  Conunittee 
meeting  that  he  was  retiring 
from  the  Boston  Police 
Department.  Walsh,  who  was 
well  liked  by  the  committee, 
patrolled  Area  A-1,  which 
includes  Chinatown.

The  Asian  American  Qvic 
Association  (AACA)  celebrated 
35  years  of  service  on  Feb.  8  with 
its  New  Year's  Gala  at  the  JFK 
Library.  The  AACA  publishes 
the  Sampan  newspaper  and  pro¬ 
vides  job-skills  and  English  train¬ 
ing  to  immigrants  in  the  Boston 
area.  The  event  was  attended  by 
Malden's  Mayor  Richard 
Howard,  a  representative  from 
State  Senator  Diaime  Wilkerson's 


office.  Congressman  Mike 
Capuano,  and  City  Councilor 
Felix  Arroyo. 

Thousands  of  people  gathered  in 
Chinatown  on  February  9  to  cel¬ 
ebrate  the  Chinese  New  Year. 
Last  year's  Chinese  New  Year 
fell  on  Feb.  1.

On  Feb.  24,  the  Chinatown 
Resident  Association  (CRA)  held 
its  first  official  development 
review  hearing  with  the  BRA. 

The  meeting  was  a  design  review 
presentation  for  a  small  project 
across  Boylston  Street  from  St. 
Francis  House,  called  Forty 
Boylston  Street  Lofts.  The  meet¬ 
ing  marked  the  CRA's  first  offi¬ 
cial  role  in  development  review 
as  outlined  in  the  Liberty  Place 
lawsuit  settlement.  In  the  settle¬ 
ment,  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  agreed  to  settle  a 
lawsuit  against  the  developers  of 
Liberty  Place  and  Boston's 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  if  the 
developers  of  the  28-story 
Liberty  Place  and  the  BRA 
agreed  to  certain  concessions. 
One  of  those  concessions  was 
that  the  CRA  have  a  similar 
review  role  in  development  to 
that  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council. 


MARCH 

Acorn  Bilingual  Daycare  cele¬ 
brated  31  Years  of  service  on 
March  7.  Launched  in  1972,  the 
center  is  the  state's  first  bilingual 
daycare  center.  It  provides  edu¬ 
cation  to  76  toddlers,  preschool¬ 
ers,  and  kindergartners. 

In  late  March,  the  city  hosted  the 
first  of  a  series  of  meetings  for 
Parcel  23D,  where  a  Chinatown 
park  will  be  created  once  the  Big 
Dig  is  completed.  The  park,  near 
the  Chinatown  gate,  is  almost  an 
acre  in  size  and  will  be  designed 
by  Carol  R.  Johnson  Associates 
of  Boston. 

At  a  BRA-sponsored  hearing  on 
March  24,  residents  and  others 
railed  against  the  proposed  high- 
rise  Kensington  Place  apartment 
building.  A  theater  preservation¬ 
ist  criticized  the  project  because 
it  would  demolish  the  1908 
Gaiety  Theater,  which 
Kensington  Investment 
Company  ovms,  and  a 
Chinatown  activist  said  she 
feared  the  size  and  scale  of  the 
30-story  building  would  "over¬ 
run"  Chinatown  and  gentrify  the 
area.  Meanwhile,  the  develojjer 
claimed  the  project  would  pro¬ 
vide  needed  housing  and  fund¬ 
ing  for  "Midtown  Cultural 
District  initiatives,"  including  the 
reuse  of  the  Paramount  Theater. 


APRIL 

Business  in  Chinatown  restau¬ 
rants  and  grocery  stores  dropped 
on  April  1,  when  the  rumor  of  a 
SARS-infected  Chinatown 
restaurant  worker  spread 
throughout  the  city.  Many  busi¬ 
ness  owners  complained  that 
fears  of  the  Severe  Acute 
Respiratory  Syndrome  hirrt  their 
businesses.  Days  after  the  April 
Fools  prank,  the  Boston  Public 
Health  Department  called  the 
Chinatown  rumors  baseless,  and 
Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino  visit¬ 
ed  the  neighborhood  and 
encouraged  people  to  eat  and 
shop  in  Chinatown. 

The  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  released  its  study 
report  on  the  Gaiety  Theatre,  a 
1908  Chinatown-area  theater 
designed  by  famed  theater-archi¬ 
tect  Clarence  Blackall.  The 
report,  compiled  by  paid  staff  of 
the  commission,  was  to  assist  the 
commissioners  in  their  vote  of 
whether  or  not  to  landmark  the 
now  defunct  Gaiety.  The  Gaiety 
is  on  the  same  site  that  the  30- 
story  Kensington  Place  building 
is  to  be  budt.  Dxiring  the  Jazz 
Age  of  the  1920's,  the  Gaiety 
Theatre  was  a  venue  for  African- 
American  musicians,  dancers, 
and  comedians,  says  the  Gaiety 
Friends,  a  group  working  to  save 
the  theater.  The  report  makes  a 
case  against  preserving  the 
Theater  as  a  landmark.

The  BRA  annoxmced  it  would 
start  a  task  force  to  help  imple¬ 
ment  the  Chinatown  Master  Plan 
2000.  The  deadline  for  nomina¬ 
tions  to  join  the  taskforce  was 
April  7.  "We  aim  to  bring  the 
vision  of  the  neighborhood,  as 
articulated  in  the  2000  plan,  to 
life  and  subsequently  improve 
the  quality  of  life  for  Chinatown 
residents,"  said  Meredith 
Baumann,  a  spokeswoman  of  the 
BRA,  at  the  time.  To  date,  no 
members  for  the  task  force  have 
been  selected  and  the  BRA  has 
not  publicly  updated  the  com¬ 
munity  on  the  status  of  the  task 
force. 

The  Chinatown  Resident 
Association  participated  in  a 
large  project  review  hearing  for 
the  first  time  on  April  7.  The  pro¬ 
ject  was  the  30-story  Kensington 
Place  building.  The  CRA  co-host- 
ed  the  hearing  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
which  is  obligated  to  recognize 


the  association 
as  having  a 
neighborhood 
council  status 
as  a  result  of  an 
out-of-court 
lawsuit  settle¬ 
ment  with  the 
dty.  The  hear¬ 
ing  differed 
from  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Coimcil's  same 
hearing  a  few  weeks  earlier  ~  the 
cotmcil  was  largely  supportive  of 
the  $120  million  project,  while 
the  CRA  mostly  criticized  the 
building  because  of  its  size  and 
height. 

At  a  nearly  four-hour  hearing  on 
April  8,  theater  preservationists 
testified  for  the  last  time  in  front 
of  the  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  in  support  of  pre¬ 
serving  the  1908  Gaiety  Theatre, 
which  is  slated  to  be  demolished 
for  the  30-story  Kensington  Place 
apartment  tower.  At  the  meeting, 
the  Gaiety  Friends  released  what 
they  called  a  "rebuttal  report," 
which  coimters  the  Landmarks 
Commission's  staff  report  against 
land  marking  the  1908  theater. 
Kensington  Investment  Co. 
bought  the  theater  in  1986. 

Hundreds  of  immigrants,  includ¬ 
ing  Chinese  iminigrants  studying 
English  in  Chinatown,  walked 
through  the  Massachusetts  State 
House  on  April  8  in  hopes  of 
persuading  state  lawmakers  to 
support  immigrant-friendly  leg¬ 
islation. 

The  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  declined  to  vote  on 
whether  the  1908  Gaiety  Theater 
should  become  a  landmark, 
allowing  the  Kensington 
Investment  Co.  the  opportunity 
to  demolish  the  theater  to  con¬ 
struct  a  30-story  apartment 
tower.  "We  feel  the  theater  is 
worthy  of  preservation,  but  it 
doesn't  rise  to  the  level  of  a  land¬ 
mark,"  said  Commissioner 
Jeffrey  Pond  at  the  hearing. 

Current  and  former  Chinatown 
residents  spoke  at  an  April  29 
hearing  to  members  of  the  Senate 
Transportation  Committee  in 
support  of  a  bill  that  would  give 
Chinatown  control  over  an  acre 
and  a  half  parcel  of  land  along 
Hudson  Street.  The  land,  known 
as  Parcel  24,  will  become  avail¬ 
able  for  development  when  the 
Big  Dig  is  completed.  Parcel  24 
once  was  home  to  many  Chinese 
and  Syrian  immigrant  families, 
but  was  paved  over  during  high¬ 
way  construction. 

MAY 

Catherine  Lee,  the  sister  of 
Chinatown  businessman  Wilson 
Lee,  said  on  May  7  that  she  plans 
to  reopen  the  D)masty  restau¬ 
rant,  which  was  owned  by  her 
brother.  The  Dynasty  closed  in 
the  winter  of  2002  due  to  bank¬ 
ruptcy  and  health  code  viola¬ 
tions. 

The  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Coimcil  agreed  at  its  May  19 
meeting  to  support  the  Dynasty's 
plan  to  get  a  beer  and  wine 
license.  Catherine  Lee,  who  was

treasurer  of  the  corporation  that 
ran  the  Dynasty,  is  seeking  a 
beer  and  wine  license  so  the 
restaurant  can  reopen.  The 
Chinese  restaurant  lost  its  liquor 
license  when  it  was  auctioned  off 
by  a  court  appointed  trustee, 
who  sold  it  for  $115,000  to  help 
pay  off  creditors  of  the  bankrupt 
corporation.  The  Lees  claimed 
they  would  reopen  the  once  pop¬ 
ular  restaurant  as  soon  as  June  or 
July.  The  restaurant  is  still 
vacant. 


JUNE 

At  a  Neighborhood  Council 
meeting,  frustrated  Chinatown 
residents,  business  owners,  and 
workers  aired  their  complaints  of 
open  drug  dealings,  drunken  loi¬ 
terers,  and  other  crimes  that  they 
feel  are  overrunning  the  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Images  of  a  proposed  Chinatown 
park,  knovm  as  parcel  23D,  were 
presented  to  the  community, 
which  has  for  months  worked 
with  the  city  and  landscape 
architects.  Three  designs  were 
presented.

The  Mayor's  Chinatown/Leather 
District  Central  Artery  Advisory 
Committee  met  with  Chinatown 
residents  and  community  leaders 
for  the  first  time  on  June  12  to 
discuss  Parcel  24.  Previously, 
only  the  Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown  coalition  had  been 
meeting  with  community  mem¬ 
bers  about  the  parcel. 

The  Super  88  supermarket, 
which  started  in  Chinatown,  fur¬ 
ther  expanded  when  it  opened  a 
new  store  in  Quincy  on  Jime  24. 

Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino  held 
a  press  conference  in  Chinatown 
annoimcing  what  he  called 
Boston's  housing  successes. 
Menino  said  that  through  the 
combined  efforts  of  the 
Department  of  Neighborhood 
Development,  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and 
Inspectional  Services 
Department,  the  city  met  or 
exceeded  most  of  its  housing 
goals.  At  the  conference,  held  at 
the  development  site  of  the 
Metropolitan,  Menino  said  the 
city  is  "not  only  bringing  people 
home"  with  its  increasing  supply 
of  housing,  "we're  also  putting 
them  to  work"  with  jobs  generat-

SEPTEMBER 

On  Sept.  2,  urban  designer  and 
activist  Shirley  Kressel  requested 
that  the  Inspector  General  and 
the  city's  Finance  Commission 
investigate  the  legality  of  the 
bidding  process  and  eminent 
domain  taking  of  the  Ha3nvard 
Place  parcel,  a  piece  of 
Chinatown-area  land  that  the 
city  had  owned  for  about  20 
years.  Concluding  a  bidding 
competition  that  raised  critics' 
eyebrows  and  left  competing 
developers  frustrated,  the  BRA 
had  confounded  observers  when 
it  chose  Millennium  Partners  in 
January,  2003,  to  build  an  office 
toWter  on  the  Hayward  Place 
parking  lot,  despite  a  sizzling 
housing  market  and  surplus  of 
office  space.  The  selection  ended 
an  18-month  request  for  propos¬ 
als  to  find  a  developer  for  the 
nearly  acre-sized  lot.  All  compet¬ 
ing  developers,  except  for 
Millennium,  offered  housing. 
When  the  BRA  announced  that 
Millennium  was  chosen, 
observers  were  further  confused 
because  the  developer  wasn't  the 
original  high-bidder.  Lincoln 
Property  Company  bid  highest 
at  $23  million,  apparently  lead¬ 
ing  the  BRA  to  then  set  the 
Ha3nvard  lot's  price  tag  at  that 
amount.  The  BRA  also  allowed 
Millennium  to  break  commit¬ 
ments  of  an  earlier  agreement 
that  four  competing  fincdists 
agreed  to  follow  and  decided  to 
lease  the  property  to  Millennium 
instead  of  selling  it  as  advertised 
in  requests  for  proposals.  The 
BRA  said  that  the  controversy 
surrounding  the  deal  was  based 
on  misunderstandings. 

The  BRA's  board  of  directors 
voted  unanimously  to  approve 
the  30-story  Kensington  Place 
project  on  Sept.  11.  Kensington 
Place  is  slated  to  be  built  at  the 
comer  of  La  Grange  and  Essex 
Streets.  The  vote  was  preceded 
by  about  two  hours  of  testimony, 
including  testimony  from  Bill 
Moy,  the  Chinatown  liaison  for 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority's  Big  Dig  and  a  long¬ 


time  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  leader,  who  said  he  sup¬ 
ported  the  project,  and 
Chinatown  activist  Lydia  Lowe, 
who  said,  "We  have  lost  faith  in 
the  BRA  and  the  process." 

Marching  through  Chinatown  on 
September  5,  theater  preserva¬ 
tionists  waived  placards  reading 
"Keep  the  Culture  in  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District," 
"Respect  the  Chinatown  Master 
Plan,"  and  "Preservation  Mayor, 
We  Need  You  Now."  The  group 
was  rallying  to  support  the 
Gaiety  Theatre,  a  vacant,  1908 
theater  threatened  to  be  demol¬ 
ished  to  make  way  for  the 
Kensington  Place  project. 

A  break  in  a  30-inch  main  water 
pipe  that  runs  down  Hudson 
Street  caused  flooding  that  dam¬ 
aged  brick  homes  along  the 
Chinatown  street.  In  an  attempt 
to  save  dam¬ 
aged 

belongings, 
residents 
piled  up 
books,  mat¬ 
tresses,  and 
furniture 
onto  the 
sidewalks  to 
dry.  Many 
residents  on 
the  street  were  displaced. 

Police  charged  a  suspect  in  the 
murder  of  70-year-old  Sheng 
Hao  Tang,  according  to  a  police 
department  press  release 
received  Sept.  12.  The  suspect 
has  not  been  convicted  of  the 
crime. 

The  Dalai  Lama  visited  the  area 
when  he  spoke  at  the  Fleet 
Center  during  his  "Investigating 
the  Mind"  tour  on  Sept.  19. 

On  September  25,  Lydia  Lowe, 
director  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  sent  a 
letter  to  Nancy  Lo,  Boston's 
Election 
Commissioner, 
accusing  poll 
workers  of  inap¬ 
propriately  han¬ 
dling  the  city's 
preliminary  city 
council  election. 

Lo  denied  there 
was  any  wrong¬ 
doing. 

Chinatown  received  a  shake  up 
after  an  elderly  man  living  in  the 
Quincy  Towers  apartment  com¬ 
plex  was  stabbed  twice  in  his 
apartment  on  Sept.  28  at  11:15 
a.m.  According  to  police,  the  vic¬ 
tim's  phone  cord  was  cut  by  the 
intruder  before  the  stabbing.  The 
day  of  the  stabbing  the  victim 
was  in  stable  condition  with  non¬ 
life  threatening  wounds,  but  the 
crime  came  only  months  after 
the  murder  on  Tamworth  Street. 

On  September  30,  the  Lower 
Washington  Street 
Neighborhood  Task  Force  and 
the  Boston  Licensing  Board  lost  a 
lawsuit  that  challenged 
Centerfolds'  ownership  of  a 
liquor  license.  Centerfolds  is  one 
of  two  strip  clubs  in  Chinatown, 
a  neighborhood  that  was  once 
home  to  many  strip  joints,  peep

show  theaters, 
and  pom  shops. 

The  Lower 
Washington 
Street 

Neighborhood 
Task  Force  was 
founded  in  1998 
as  a  subcommit¬ 
tee  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Coimcil,  with  the 
mission  of  monitoring  the  Adult 
Entertainment  District. 

It  was  annoimced  on  September 
30  that  Boston  University 
Medical  Center  won  a  feder2d 
competition  for  grants  to  con¬ 
struct  a  BioSafety  Level  4  labora¬ 
tory  in  BioSquare  along  Albany 
Street  in  the  South  End. 

BioSafety  Level  4  labs  contain 
research  of  the  deadliest,  most 
incurable,  and  highly  contagious 
pathogens  known.  No  city  repre¬ 
sentative  informed  Chinatown  of 
the  award,  though  Chinatown 
borders  the  South  End. 


OCTOBER 

The  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  sent  a  letter  to 
Boston  Election  Commissioner 
Nancy  Lo  on  October  3  outlining 
problems  found  with  the  han¬ 
dling  of  the  City  Council  prelimi¬ 
nary  election  on  September  23. 
The  six-page  letter  cited  prob¬ 
lems  concerning  election  equip¬ 
ment,  voting  machines,  secrecy- 
sleeve  violations,  and  under¬ 
staffing,  as  well  as  violations  of 
other  election  rules. 

A  large  group  of  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents,  mostly  elderly,  crowded 
the  October  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  meeting  and  fumed 
about  area  crimes.  Recent  neigh¬ 
borhood  crimes  ~  including  a 
knife  attack  on  an  elderly  resi¬ 
dent  at  Quincy  Towers  and  a 
murder  on  Tamworth  Street  ~ 
apparently  spurred  the  residents 
to  come  to  the  monthly  meeting, 
which  is  typically  attended  only 
by  police,  and  area  business  and 
agency  leaders,  and  a  few 
Chinatown  residents. 

Taiwanese  art-film  director  Tsai 
Ming-Liang  visited  Chinatown 
and  had  lunch  with  Chinese 
newspaper  reporters. 

Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  wife 
of  the  late  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  died 
in  her  New  York  Qty  home  on 
October  24.  She  was  105. 

A  group  of  Qty  Council  At- 
Large  Candidates  joined  a  pre¬ 
election  forum  in  Chinatown  on 
October  21.  About  200  to  250 
people  attended  the  forum.  Felix 
Arroyo,  Althea  Garrison,  Maura 
Hennigan,  and  Roy  Owens 
stayed  until  the  end  of  the 
forum.  Matt  O'Malley  and 
Stephen  Murphy  left  early  to 
attend  a  forum  in  West  Roxbury. 
Michael  Flaherty  declined  an 
invitation  to  attend,  and  Patricia 
White  didn't  respond  to  the  invi¬ 
tation.  The  last  such  Council 
forum  in  Chinatown  was  20 
years  ago. 

On  October  30,  Boston  Election 
Commissioner  Nancy  Lo 
appeared  before  the  Qty  Council 


to  discuss  the  alleged  violations 
of  the  Preliminary  City  Council 
Election. 


NOVEMBER 


November  4  Election  results  etre 
in:  Incumbents  Felix  Arroyo, 
Michael  Flaherty,  Maura 
Hennigan,  and  Stephen  Murphy, 
keep  their  At-Large  City  Council 
seats.  Arroyo  jumped  from  sixth 
place  in  preliminary  elections  to 
second  in  the  final  elections. 
Councilor  Jim  Kelly,  uncontested 
representative  of  District  2 
(Chinatown,  Downtown,  South 
End,  and  South  Boston),  also 
kept  his  seat. 


Packing  a  Faneuil  Hall  meeting 
room,  non-profit  groups,  city 
leaders,  and  others  announced 
the  start  of  a  city-wide  "dia¬ 
logue"  on  racial  diversity  in 
Boston.  Hoping  to  increase  racial 
and  ethnic  understanding 
throughout  the  city,  the  organiz¬ 
ers  behind  the  "Qty-Wide 
Dialogues"  initiative  said  they 
would  host  a  series  of  planned 
discussions  on  racial  issues  in 
various  neighborhoods. 


The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  hosted  a  meeting  to 
discuss  the  "urban  design"  of 
BioSquare,  a  nearly  15-acre 
research  center  that  is  slated  to 
include  a  high-level  bioterrorism 
research  laboratory  in  the  South 
End.  South  End  residents  and 
others  at  the  meeting  railed 
against  the  BRA  and  the  project's 
developers  for 
not  answering 
safety  questions 
about  the 
BioSafety  Level 
4  lab  that 
would  be  at  the 
site.  "I'm  not 
going  to  be  the 
purveyor  of 
misinformation 
about  Level  3 
and  Level  4 
labs,"  said 

Robert  Walsh,  lead  BioSquare 
developer  and  former  BRA  direc 
tor.  Attendees  were  promised 
that  there  would  be  a  forum 
specifically  about  the  Level  4  lab 
on  December  10. 


Woman  upset  at 
BioSquare  fonun 


Greer  Tan  Swiston,  38, 
announced  that  she  plans  to  run 
for  state  representative  in 
District  11,  Middlesex  County. 
Swiston,  an  American-bom 
Chinese,  plans  to  run  as  a 
Republican. 

Three  community  groups  —  the 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association,  La  Alianza  Hispana, 
and  the  Urban  League  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts  —  started  the 
planning  stage  for  a  job-skills 
training  program  that  will  equip 
people  with  the  skills  needed  to 
enter  into  the  auto  repair  indus¬ 
try.  The  Boston  Foxmdation 
awarded  the  groups  a  $50,000 
planning  grant  to  help  them 
develop  the  automotive  repair 
training  partnership  program. 
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Surprising  many  who  have 
followed  the  proposed 
Kensington  Place  project, 
on  December  3,  the  Boston 
Zoning  Commission  decid¬ 
ed  to  table  a  vote  on 
whether  to  grant  the  devel¬ 
oper  of  the  proposed  luxu¬ 
ry  apartment  tower  a 
Plarmed  Development 
Area  designation.  PDAs 
are  intended  to  encourage 
comprehensive  planning  of 
large  areas  of  at  least  one 
acre  in  size,  and  allow 
developers  to  build  higher 
than  the  15-story  zoning 
limit.  A  key  requirement 
for  PDAs  is  that  project 
sites  be  one  acre  in  size.  To 
meet  the  acre  requirement, 
Kensington,  with  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  BRA,  proposed 
to  include  surrovmding 
sidewalks,  streets,  em  alley 
way,  property  not  yet 
acquired  by  the  developer, 
and  property  that  would 
not  be  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  developer. 

The  Sampan  reported  that 
the  Cantonese  language 
radio  station  Sinocast 
stopped  broadcasting  in 
Boston.  Many  Chinese, 
especially  elders,  foimd 
comfort  in  listening  to  the 
station,  which  went  off  the 
air  about  a  month  and  a 
half  before,  without  expla¬ 


nation.

About  350  people  crowded 
the  Boston  Public  Library's 
Rabb  Lecture  Hall  to  hear 
about  the  controversial 
bioterrorism  research  labo¬ 
ratory  proposed  for  the 
South  End.  Many  booed 
and  jeered  the  event's  pan¬ 
elists  because  they  wanted 
to  hear  objective  experts 
discuss  the  lab  proposed 
by  Boston  University 
Medical  Center,  but 
instead  only  got  to  hear 
from  proponents  of  the  lab 
and  city  officials.  Mayor 
Thomas  M.  Menino  has 
supported  the  lab,  known 
as  a  BioSafety  Level  4  labo¬ 
ratory. 

The  Boston  City  Council 
voted  on  Dec.  17  to  grant 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  the  power  to 
take  properties  by  eminent 
domain  on  the  proposed 


Kensington  Place  site,  at 
the  comer  of  La  Grange 
and  Washington  Streets  in 
Chinatown.  By  allowing 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  take  the 
parcels  by  eminent  domain 
for  Kensington  Investment 
Co.,  the  council  is  in  effect 
allowing  Kensington  to 
avoid  privately  purchasing 
the  parcels  it  doesn't  own 
on  the  site.  The  next  step 
will  be  to  get  the  state's 
approval  on  the  matter. 

TThe  Glass  Slipper  strip 
club  and  another  privately- 
owned  parcel  of  land  sit  on 
the  site  at  which 
Kensington  Investment 
Company  plans  to  build  its 
proposed  $120  million,  30- 
story  luxury  apartment 
tower. 

After  tabling  a  vote  on  the 
Kensington  Place  project, 
the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission  voted  to  grant 
Kensington  Investment 
Company  a  special  zoning 
designation  reserved  for 
developers  whose  pro¬ 
posed  building  sites  are  at 
least  one  acre  in  size. 
Kensington's  site  is  only 
half  an  acre.  The  vote  on 
Dec.  17  went  against  the 
decisions  of  the  commis¬ 
sion's  chairman,  Robert 
Marr,  and  vice-chairman, 
Robert  Fondren.

Industry 


To  pay  attention.  To  be  seri¬ 
ous.  To  try  harder.  These  three 
are  long  dierished  Chinese  cul¬ 
tural  v^ues.  It  is  an  operative 
ethic  in  thought,  behavior,  and 
work  that  guided  many  genera¬ 
tions  of  Chinese  to  find  comfort 
and  success  in  their  daily  lives. 
These  values  have  served  the 
people  very  well.  ITiey  are  also 
universal  values.  Consistent 
Chinese  practice  makes  it  look 
like  exclusive  Chinese  values. 

The  Chinese  have  the  sure  way 
of  passing  them  dovm  to  future 
generations.  On  Chinese  New 
Year,  our  children  are  taught 
these  values  when  they  are 
handed  their  New  Ye^ s  gifts. 

Here  in  the  United  States, 
some  Chinese,  yoimg  and  old, 
find  these  three  values  cumber¬ 
some.  It  takes  focus,  effort,  and 
energy  to  pay  attention.  That  is 
too  much  work  in  this  land  of 
the  free  and  plenty.  We  live  in  a 
place  where  more  time  and  inter¬ 
est  are  given  to  play,  entertain¬ 
ment,  and  leisure.  We  compete 
to  play  often.  Success  is  having 
more  leisure.  It  is  considered  a 
new  way  of  living;  civilized, 

?  humane,  and  reasonable. 

The  value  to  be  serious  feels 
■  like  an  old-fashioned  burden.  It 
is  an  added  stress  for  a  modem 
lifestyle  of  material  abundance 
and  multiple  choices.  Humor 


and  laughter  are  more  compati¬ 
ble  to  deal  with  at  a  time  of  scary 
threats  and  unimaginable  danger 
at  every  comer.  You  can  become 
target  of  jokes  and  mockeries  for 
coming  across  too  serious  in  an 
age  where  ease  and  spontaneity 
rules. 

Thirdly,  it  becomes  embar¬ 
rassing  to  try  harder  because  it 
appears  too  ethnic.  This  is  an 
age-old  value  conflict  for  most 
immigrant  Americans.  It  appears 
less  ethnic  not  to  try  hard.  It  is  a 
sign  of  successful  adjustment 
after  working  very  hard.  It  can 
be  a  sign  of  maladjustment  to 
new  surroimdings  due  to  poor 
understanding  or  social  barriers. 
Failure  mixed  with  ethnicity 
becomes  more  embarrassing.  It 
gets  confusing.  You  try  harder 
not  to  try  hard.  It  appears  much 
easier.  Acting  cool,  like  you 
don't  have  a  C3re  in  this  world, 
like  you  are  ready  to  behave  and 
say  whatever  comes  to  mind, 
becomes  a  way  of  life. 

We  are  siurounded  by  cultur¬ 
al  conflicts  these  days.  The  holi¬ 
day  period  of  Chinese  New  Year 
celebration  is  a  good  time  to 
reflect  on  Chinese  beliefs  and 
customs  related  to  industrial, 
intellectual  and  physical,  that  has 
given  the  Hua-ren  Chinese  cul¬ 
tural  community  their  long  last¬ 
ing  heritage. 

Understanding 

It  is  not  easy  to  be  bicultural, 
especially  to  be  a  minority,  in  a 
world  where  free  citizeirs  are 
expected  to  conform  to  sponta¬ 
neous  preconceptions  of  a  mono¬ 
culture  majority.  Even  when 
you  pleeise  yourself  first  because 
you  cannot  be  bothered  to  please 
everyone,  it  is  still  very  compli¬ 
cated.  Clashes  of  civilizations, 
says  the  all  knowing.  This  is 
where  another  traditione 
Chinese  v^ue  provides  the  need¬ 
ed  relief.  It  is  the  value  for  schol¬ 
arship,  learning,  and  knowledge. 

Intellectual  growth  and  ful¬ 
fillment  has  been  a  cherished 
social  goal  for  the  Chinese  since 
the  earliest  of  time.  Scholarships, 
cis  a  mean  of  self-improvement 
and  social  service,  have  flour¬ 
ished  in  China  since  the  Han 
Dynasty  of  Second  Century  B.C. 
Education  has  been  a  special 
privilege  for  society  ever  since. 
During  the  Chinese  New  Year, 
families  wish  their  children 
scholastic  achievement  at  school 
and  improved  cooperation  at 
home  so  that  children  will  grow 
to  become  understanding  and 
worldly  adults.  It  is  an  excellent 
custom  to  maintain.  Diligent 
studies  can  never  go  to  waste. 
There  is  nothing  wrong  to  be 
smart.  It  is  preferred  to  being 
dumb.  With  more  xmderstand- 
ing,  the  entire  family  can  enjoy 
more  peace  and  prosperity. 

In  our  Information  Age 
today,  a  lack  of  imderstanding 
can  get  a  person  deep  into  trou¬ 
ble.  There  are  very  precise 
instructions  to  imderstand.  There 
are  detailed  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  to  follow.  Highly  technical 
information  finds  their  way  into 
a  person's  daily  routine  these 
days.  At  home  and  at  school,  at 
the  work  station  amd  in  front  of 
the  television,  at  the  supermarket 
and  at  the  local  bank,  under¬ 
standing  the  instruction  and 


rules  improve  the  quality  of  a 
person's  life.  You  will  not  feel 
stupid.  You  are  a  much  happier 
person  when  every  gadget  you 
own  functions  smoothly.  Because 
of  this  trend,  most  of  us  pay  too 
much  attention  to  imderstanding 
the  inanimate  objects  that  domi¬ 
nate  om  daily  lives. 

There  is  a  strong  need  to  bet¬ 
ter  understand  the  lives  we  lead 
among  each  other.  It  is  never  too 
late  to  learn  more  about  the 
friends,  neighbors,  and  families 
in  our  lives.  Learning  more 
about  another  person  enriches 
one's  own  understanding  of  peo¬ 
ple.  It  is  never  too  late  to  culti¬ 
vate  an  interest  in  your  own  or 
other  people's  cultures  and  val¬ 
ues.  One  gains  more  confidence 
and  self-respect  from  the  her¬ 
itages  of  humanity  from  thou¬ 
sands  of  years.  Civilizations  need 
not  clash  when  the  human  heart 
is  filled  with  real  knowledge 
about  each  other. 

This  Chinese  New  Year  let  us 
wish  each  other  not  only  a 
Happy  and  Prosperous  year,  but 
also  a  year  filled  with  true  learn¬ 
ing  that  keeps  our  minds  knowl¬ 
edgeable  and  content. 

Family 

Chinese  New  Year  means  a 
time  to  celebrate  the  family  unit. 
It  is  a  time  for  celebration  within 
a  family  and  with  other  fcunilies. 
The  New  Year  rituals  such  as 
making  propitious  wishes, 
exchanging  gifts,  reciprocal 
home  visits,  and  taking  days  off 


from  work  are  all  meant  to 
uphold  the  appreciation  of  the 
family  unit.  In  the  Chinese  tradi¬ 
tion,  the  family  is  our  communi¬ 
ty.  The  community  is  our  family. 
They  are  one  and  the  same. 

During  the  last  hvmdred 
years,  many  imconventional 
things  have  happened  to  the 
average  Chinese  family.  The  gen¬ 
erational  hierarchy  is  broken. 
Young  adults  may  disrespect  or 
abandon  grandparents  —  some 
young  adults  are  even  violent  to 
their  grandparents.  The  extended 
family  system  is  reduced.  Small 
family  unit  is  preferred  to  larger 
family  size.  The  composition  of  a 
family  unit,  even  when  it  is  not  a 
single-parent  household,  is  nei¬ 
ther  stable  nor  sturdy.  Daughters 
don't  always  leave  the  family 
after  marriage,  and  unmarried 
sons  don't  always  remain  in  the 
family.  Worldwide  family  migra¬ 
tion  has  now  created  pan- 
Chinese  cultural  communities 
who  renamed  themselves  Hua- 
ren  in  the  Chinese  language. 

But  at  Chinese  New  Year,  cul¬ 
tural  miracles  can  be  seen. 
Everyone  gets  together  in  one 
big  reunion.  The  family  cele¬ 
brates  with  the  most  important 
dinner  party  for  the  year.  Some 
family  members  travel  across  the 
world  to  be  home  for  this  annual 
New  Year's  dinner.  It  is  testimo¬ 
ny  to  the  centrality  of  family  life 
for  the  diaspora  of  Hua-ren 
around  the  world. 

Getting  together  revives  the 
emotions  and  renews  the  rela¬ 
tionships  of  the  family  unit. 


Family  and  community  are  about 
relationships.  It  is  about  intimacy 
and  friendship.  It  is  about  care 
and  concern  for  each  other.  It  is 
about  helping  and  supporting 
one  another. 

Though  the  size  and  ties  of  a 
Chinese  family  unit  has  changed 
with  time,  the  values,  and  appre¬ 
ciation  for  family  remain  the 
same.

For  the  pan- 
Chinese  Hua-ren  families,  hav¬ 
ing  received  the  best  education 
and  being  the  largest  social 
group  of  the  most  educated,  are 
influential  factors  affecting  our 
family  lives. 

As  a  successful  hard-working 
cultural  group  with  the  most 
educated,  the  Hua-ren  pan- 
Chinese  community  is  now  in 
the  best  position  to  contribute 
more  positive  social  improve¬ 
ments  among  our  families  and 
communities  everywhere  in  the 
world. 

The  New  Year  is  a  good  time 
to  reaffirm  our  commitment  to 
healthy  and  helpful  relationships 
in  our  family  and  community.

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Chinese  New  Year  Traditions 


.15  Days  of 
Traditional  Chinese 
New  Year

With  other  traditions, 
by  this  time  in  the  year, 
most  resolutions,  placed  on 
December  31st,  have  been 
subtly  forgotten  and 
placed  in  a  cupboard 
marked  "  hopefully  next 
year".  However  all  hope  is 
not  lost,  as  there  is  a  sec¬ 
ond  chance  to  start  afresh 
with  the  celebration  of  the 
Chinese  New  Year. 

This  New  Year  is  very 
similar  to  the  Western  one. 
It  is  swathed  in  rituals  and 
traditioirs.  However,  there 
is  a  vast  difference 
between  a  Chinese  New 
Year  celebration  here  in  the 
United  States  and  the  cele¬ 
brations  in  Asia.  Of  course, 
the  biggest  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  Chinese  New 
Year  is  not  an  official  holi¬ 
day  in  the  United  States, 
whereas  in  some  Asian 
countries  -  such  as  China 
and  Taiwan  -  it  is  consid¬ 
ered  one  of  the  more 
prominent  holidays  -  more 
than  Christmas.  In  the 
United  States,  most 
Chinese  stores  do  not  close 
for  a  week  to  celebrate,  nor 
is  it  likely  that  a  Chinese 
American  would  take  two 
weeks  off  from  work. 
Therefore,  many  of  the  fes¬ 
tivities  have  been  adapted 


for  the  evenings  or  the 
weekends. 

Chinese  New  Year, 
Lunar  New  Year  or  the 
Spring  Festival  as  it  is 
more  commonly  known, 
traditionally  lasts  for  15 
days.  And  each  day  is  sym¬ 
bolic  for  different  tradi¬ 
tions.  Though  New  Year 
celebrations  have  changed 
over  the  years,  here  is  what 
a  traditional  Chinese  New 
Year  is  like: 

On  the  first  day  the 
purpose  is  to  "Welcome  the 
Gods  of  the  Heavens  and 
Earth."  People  don't  eat 
meat  on  this  day,  so  they 
will  be  ensured  happy 
lives. 

On  the  second  day  peo¬ 
ple  pray  to  their  ancestors 
and  gods. 

The  third  and  fourth 
days  are  dedicated  for  son- 
in-laws  to  pay  their 
respects  and  homage  to 
their  parents-in-law. 

The  fifth  day  is  called 
"Po  Woo."  On  this  day, 
people  dedicate  time  to 
worship  the  "God  of 
Wealth."  Families  don't 
visit  each  other  on  this  day, 
because  it  is  believed  thaf 
if  they  do,  they  will  have 
bad  luck. 

The  sixth  day  is  the 
busiest  day  in  terms  of  fes¬ 
tivities.  People  visit  their 
friends  and  families.  Many 
people  also  visit  temples 
and  pray  for  good  health 
and  fortune. 

The  seventh  day,  is  the 


day  for  farmers  to  display 
their  produce.  They  cele¬ 
brate  by  making  a  drink 
that  consists  of  seven  types 
of  vegetables.  The  seventh 
day  is  also  considered  the 
birthday  of  all  human 
beings.  On  this  day,  noo¬ 
dles  are  eaten  for  longevity 
and  raw  fish  for  success. 

On  the  eighth  day,  peo¬ 
ple  of  Fujian  have  another 
family  reunion.  At  mid¬ 
night  they  pray  to  "  Tian 
Gong,"  who  is  the  God  of 
Heaven. 

On  the  ninth  day,  peo¬ 
ple  make  offerings  to  the 
Jade  Emperor. 

On  the  tenth,  eleventh 
or  twelfth  days,  people 
invite  friends  and  family 
over  for  dinner. 

On  the  thirteenth  day, 
people  take  a  break  from 
overeating.  They  eat  rice 
congee  and  mustard  greens 
on  this  day. 

On  the  fourteenth  day, 
people  prepare  for  the 
Lantern  Festival  on  the  fif¬ 
teenth  day. 

The  Fifteenth  day,  the 
last  day  of  the  Chinese 
New  Year,  is  capped  by 
celebrating  the  Lantern 
Festival.  TWs  day  is  the 
day  that  parades  are  held. 

Though  these  celebra¬ 
tions  vary  with  many  of 
our  own  Chinese  New 
Year  Celebrations,  the 
imderlying  message  is  one 
of  peace  and  happiness  for 
family  members  and 
friends. 
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New  Year  Traditions  to  Abide  By,,,

The  first  thing  that 
comes  to  mind  at  the  men¬ 
tion  of  "Chinese  New 
Year"  is  the  plethora  of  tra¬ 
ditions  that  are  observed 
during  this  festive  occa¬ 
sion.  Okay,  that  and  the 
abundance  of  "red 
envelopes."  Even  though  it 
is  impossible  to  list  all  the 
traditions  of  Chinese  New 
Year,  or  even  abide  by  all 
of  them,  it  would  be  best 
to  start  with  a  few  of  the 
most  common  ones. 

Now,  before  we  go  on 
it  is  important  to  mention 
that  during  Chinese  New 
Year,  red  represents  luck, 
wealth  and  happiness.  So 
be  prepared  to  see  an 
abundance  of  it. 

House  Cleaning:  The 
entire  house  should  be 
cleaned  before  New  Year's 
Day.  On  New  Year's  Eve, 
all  brooms,  brushes, 
dusters,  dustpans  and 
other  cleaning  equipment 
are  put  away:  no  sweeping 
or  dusting  on  New  Year's 
Day.  You  wouldn't  want  to 
sweep  away  good  fortime. 
After  New  Year's  Day,  the 
floors  may  be  swept,  but 
in  a  special  way. 

Beginning  at  the  door, 
sweep  dust  and  rubbish  to 
the  middle  of  the  room, 
then  place  it  in  the  comers. 
The  piles  should  not  be 
removed  or  taken  out  until 
the  fifth  day. 

Firecrackers:  Setting  off 
firecrackers  on  New  Year's 


Eve  is  the  Chinese  way  of 
ushering  out  the  old  year 
and  welcoming  in  the  new. 
On  the  stroke  of  midnight, 
every  door  and  window  in 
the  house  has  to  be  open 
to  allow  the  old  year  to  get  •. 
out. 

Also,  traditionally,  fire¬ 
crackers  were  used  to 
frighten  away  ghosts. 
Legend  has  it  that  people 
used  to  light  firecrackers 
because  they  would  scare 
away  a  monster  that 
would  terrorize  people. 

Debts:  Pay  off  all  your 
debts.  Nothing  should  be 
lent  on  this  day.  If  you 
have  debts  or  lend  out 
money  on  this  day,  you 
will  do  so  all  throughout 
the  year,  according  to 
superstition. 

Personal  Appearance:  Say 
no  obscenities.  Negative 
words  like  the  Chinese 
word  for  "four,"  which 
soimds  like  the  Chinese 
word  for  "death,"  is  not  to 
be  uttered  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances! 

On  New  Year's  Day, 
carefully  watch  personal 
appearance.  We  are  not 
supposed  to  wash  our  hair 
as  it  would  mean  washing 
away  our  luck  for  the 
whole  New  Year.  The 
brightness  of  yoxu:  clothing 
can  also  affect  the  outcome 
of  your  future,  according 
to  Chinese  tradition.  For 
instance,  red  is  considered 
an  auspicious  color  and  is 
heavily  preferred  in  this 
festive  season. 


Red  Envelopes:  One  of  the 
popular  and  common  tra¬ 
ditions  of  Chinese  New 
Year  is  the  giving  of  "Hong 
Bao,"  or  "red  envelopes." 
These  red  envelopes  con¬ 
tain  monetary  values  that 
are  decided  by  the  elders. 
AU  uiunarried  children, 
friends  and  relatives  are  to 
receive  red  envelopes. 
During  Chinese  New  Year, 
it  is  believed  that  attitude 
and  appearance  sets  the 
tone  for  the  New  Year  and 
likewise  with  the  red 
envelopes,  it  is  believed 
that  it  wiU  ensure  good 
fortune  throughout  the 
year. 

This  is  by  no  means  the 
end  of  the  list  but  rather 
the  beginning.  Many  of 
these  traditions  are  strictly 
abided  by  and  yet  again 
many  of  these  are  not. 
Some  of  these  traditions 
have  been  lost  or  varied  in 
translation  or  simply  faded 
away  after  coxmtless  gen¬ 
erations.  This  aU  depends 
on  the  varying  degrees  of 
superstition  that  each  fam¬ 
ily  practices.'After  aU,  not 
all  people  believe  that 
walking  under  a  ladder 
brings  bad  luck,  but  don't 
most  people  tend  to  avoid 
ladders  anyway?  As  is 
with  Chinese  New  Year 
traditions,  you  have  noth¬ 
ing  to  lose  but  you  might 
gain  a  lot  (unless,  of 
course,  poUce  catch  you 
lighting  iUegal  fireworks!)

Clay  Studio,  Yeh  also  was 
trained  as  a  pastry  cook  at 
Petit  4  Pastry  Studio  by  Joe 
Moorhead.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  the  connection 
between  pottery  and  pas¬ 
try  took  precedence  in 
Yeh's  creative  impulses:  "I 
was  amazed  to  discover 
the  similarities  between 
baking  and  ceramics— the 
process  of  creating  an 
entirely  new  object  from 


nothing,  the  handbuilding 
skills  involved  in  creating 
fondant  flowers  for  wed¬ 
ding  cakes,  the  use  of  an 
oven  versus  a  kiln,  even 
using  many  of  the  same 
movements  to  knead 
dough  or  wedge  clay." 

In  New  York,  Yeh 
worked  as  a  pastry  cook 
and  a  studio  potter,  but 
fotmd  herself  unhappy. 
She  seems  to  be  taking  to 
life  in  Boston  much  better, 
and  finds  the  art  scene 


here  alive  and  accessible. 
As  for  the  future,  she  plans 
on  eventually  returning  to 
the  kitchen,  but  never 
abandoning  pottery.  Her 
art  is  a  way  to  make  every¬ 
day  life  more  beautiful, 
raAer  than  a  way  to  make 
something  beautiful  apart 
from  everyday  life.

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Interview  With  Chiu  Ching  Yun,  Fortune  Teller

Holding  a  magnifying  glass 
so  large  that  it  would  put 
Sherlock  Holmes'  to  shame,  for- 
time-teller  Chiu  Ching  Yxm 
stared  at  a  woman's  hands  on  a 
recent  weekday  afternoon,  read¬ 
ing  the  lines,  measuring  her  fin¬ 
gers'  lengths. 

He  told  the  woman  he  could 
tell  from  her  hands  that  she  is 
honest,  polite,  always  wants  to 
help  people  and  other  character¬ 
istics  that  are  mostly  flattering. 
Yet,  he  said,  looking  at  her  short 
pinky,  she  is  likely  to  fall  victim 
to  gossip. 

Chiu  then  took  out  a  piece  of 
paper  and  drew  the  woman's 
eyebrows,  explaining  that  if  eye 
brows  are  too  far  apart,  she  will 
lose  money. 

Inside  a  cramped  Chinatown 
office  space,  Chiu  claims  to  pre¬ 
dict  the  future  for  his  clients.  He 
specializes  in  palm  and  face 
reading  and  in  feng  shui.  He  also 
provided  the  Chinese  New  Year 
fortunes  in  this  issue  of  the 
Sampan. 

Chiu,  who  says  he's  "close  to 
70  years  old,"  started  his  Chinese 
fortune-telling  career  at  age  19. 
He  became  interested  in  tradi¬ 
tional  Chinese  fortune  telling 


because  of  his  father,  who  shared 
the  same  profession. 

When  he  was  a  boy  in  Nan 
Hai,  China,  Chiu  was  fascinated 
with  what  he  called  his  father's 
fortune-telling  abilities.  He  soon 
realized  that  he  could  use  the 
fortune-telling  methods  to  help 
him  pick  friends. 

But  his  father  was  reluctant  to 
teach  him  anything  about  the 
trade. 

"He  was  mad  in  the  begin¬ 
ning,"  said  Chiu,  through  an 
interpreter. 

Because  his  father  wouldn't 
teach  him  how  to  read  palms 
and  the  like,  Chiu  would  sneak 
into  his  father's  study,  and  read 
his  books  on  the  trade. 

"He  knew  someone  was 
touching  his  stuff,"  he  said,  and 
this  angered  his  father. 

Finally,  he  said,  he  convinced 
his  father  to  teach  him  about  the 
craft,  and  then  he  learned  from  a 
master. 

Why  did  he  decide  to  make  a 
career  out  of  the  fortune  telling? 

"Because  I  can  help  people," 
he  said. 

Chui  said  he  believes  that  he 
can  advise  people  on  how  to 
avoid  bad  luck  and  make  their 
businesses  more  prosperous 
through  feng  shui.  Feng  shui  is

an  ancient  Chinese  study  of  the 
environment. 

Chiu  said  that  most  of  his 
clients  are  Chinese  or  Chinese 
Americans,  but  about  30%  of  his 
clients  are  non-Chinese 
Americans.  Though  reading  the 
faces  of  Asians  and  Caucasians  is 
different,  he  said,  he  claims  he 
knows  how  to  predict  the  futures 


of  both.  When  a  Chinese  comes 
to  hear  his  or  her  fortune,  Chiu 
starts  with  the  nose.  But  because 
many  Caucasians  have  high 
noses,  he  has  to  start  with  their 
eyes. 

"Eyes  [also]  really  tell  a  lot," 
he  said. 

When  asked  to  give  a  predic¬ 
tion  for  Sampan  that  could  apply 


to  ^1  readers  -  for  example,  who 
would  be  our  next  president?  - 
Chiu  declined.  Guess  we'll  have 
to  wait  until  November.

-ANNUAL  NOTICE- 

The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  annually  updates  its  customers  on  key  issues 
relative  to  water  and  sewer  rates,  services,  billing  and  your  rights  as  a  customer. 

2004WATEBIIAnS:  The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  (BWSC)  is  greatly  concerned  about  the  impact  of  increasing  water  and  sewer  charges  on  its  customers.  The  rates  must  cover  the 
costs  of  purchasing  water  from  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority,  as  well  as,  ongoing  maintenance  of  the  system’s  infrastructure,  which  in  turn  protects  our  health  and  ensures  a 
reliable  system.  Additionally,  our  rates  must  reflect  the  costs  of  the  cleaning  of  Boston  Harbor  and  meeting  many  other  federal  and  state  requirements  associated  with  environmental  and 
consumer  safeguards.  Effective  January  1, 2004,  the  water  and  sewer  rates  will  be  increased  by  5.8%. 

BIGHTS  TO  SEBWCE  If  you  or  a  direct  family  member  is  seriously  ill  as  defined  under  Commission  regulations,  a  financial  hardship  exists  and  you  reside  at  the  premises,  the  BWSC  will  not 
terminate  your  water  service.  A  certification  of  serious  illness  shall  be  sufficient  if  initially  made  by  telephone.  Within  seven  (7)  days  of  a  call,  your  physician  or  the  Public  Health  Commission 
must  forward  to  the  Commission  a  written  certificate  setting  forth  the  medical  condition.  You  must  also  forward  within  seven  (7)  days  a  Certificate  of  Financial  Hardship.  This  form  is  available 
at  the  Commission.  The  written  certification  must  be  renewed  monthly  or  quarterly  if  the  illness  is  determined  to  be  chronic.  A  certificate  of  financial  hardship  must  accompany  each 
renewal.  Failure  to  renew  certification  may  result  in  water  service  termination.  For  more  information,  contact  BWSC’s  Collections  Department  at  617-989-7070. 

To  avoid  termination  of  water  service,  you  must  reside  at  the  premises,  provide  proof  of  age  that  all  household  members  are  65  years  of  age  or  older  and  a  financial  hardship  exists.  Your  service 
will  not  be  terminated  for  failure  to  pay  a  past  due  bill  if  you  meet  the  above  criteria.  If  a  bill  is  unable  to  be  paid  in  full,  a  payment  plan  with  BWSC’s  Collections  Department  can  be  arranged. 

If  a  landlord’s  bill  is  overdue,  upon  proof  of  residence  in  the  premises,  a  single  tenant  or  group  of  tenants  may  pay  a  30-day  projected  bill  for  the  building  to  avoid  termination  of  service.  This 
sum  may  then  be  deducted  from  rent  paid  to  the  landlord.  Tenants  are  not  responsible  for  a  landlord’s  outstanding  balance. 

WmBBEBDINGS:  The  Conunission  must  obtain  actual  meter  readings  in  order  to  bill  you  accurately  for  the  amount  of  water  used.  In  order  to  ensure  actual  meter  readings,  the  Commission  has 
initiated  SmartRead,  a  system  to  read  water  meters  remotely,  for  every  residential  and  commercial  property  in  Boston.  This  new  technology  will  enable  your  account  to  be  monitored  for  costly 
leaks,  elimipate  the  need  for  meter  readers  to  enter  your  property  and  increase  efforts  to  conserve  water.  In  the  event  that  an  account  caimot  be  read,  an  estimate  based  on  recent  actual  usage  will 
be  used  to  bill  your  account.  The  estimate  will  be  adjusted  for  aetual  usage  at  the  next  meter  reading.  SmartRead  installations  will  be  completed  by  mid-2004. 

WinBnSTlNG:  If  a  property  owner  or  BWSC  suspects  that  a  meter  is  registering  improperly,  it  can  be  tested  by  BWSC.  All  meter  tests  are  performed  according  to  the  accuracy  standards  of  the 
American  Water  Works  Association.  If  a  property  owner  requests  that  a  meter  be  tested,  the  fee  is  $130  for  a  5/8-inch  meter  or  smaller  (found  in  most  homes  and  small  businesses).  If  tests  show 
a  meter  is  over-recording  by  more  than  1.5%,  the  meter  fee  will  be  refimded  and  the  account  adjusted  appropriately.  To  request  a  meter  test,  please  contact  the  BWSC’s  Customer  Service 
Department  at  617-989-7800. 

BIGHT  TO  DISranYOUBBIlL  If  for  any  reason  you  believe  your  bill  is  wrong,  you  must  notify  the  Commission  within  30  days  of  the  billing  date  for  which  the  dispute  is  claimed.  Contact  or 
write  to  a  representative  of  the  Customer  Service  Department  and  explain  the  amount  you  believe  to  be  in  error.  If  you  need  any  assistance  in  filing  a  dispute,  please  contact  the  BWSC’s 
Customer  Service  Department  at  617-989-7800. 

BEHINB5:  if  you  have  a  credit  on  your  bill,  you  may  have  the  amount  applied  to  future  bills,  transferred  to  another  account  or  you  may  request  a  refund.  Contact  the  Customer  Services 
Department  for  more  information  at  617-989-7800. 

ElBEBtY  BNB  BISilBliB  PEBSBN  BISCBHIITS:  Homeowners  65  years  of  age  or  older  or  fully  disabled  homeowners  living  in  one  to  four  family  homes  are  eligible  for  a  25%  discount  on  the  water 
portion  of  the  bill  only.  Sewer  and  miscellaneous  charges  are  not  included.  Only  residential  properties  are  eligible  for  the  discount.  To  apply  for  a  discount,  contact  the  Customer  Service 
Department  at  617-989-7800. 

TEBmNBUON  Of  WBTEB  SEBWICE  Your  water  service  may  be  terminated  if  your  bill  is  at  least  sixty  (60)  days  past  due  and  over  $250.00;  your  plumbing  contains  an  illegal  connection;  a  BWSC 
representative  has  not  been  permitted  to  enter  your  home  or  business  to  obtain  an  actual  meter  read,  inspect  the  plumbing  or  inspect/install  a  meter;  and  failure  to  repair  a  leak  or  defective 
plumbing  that  is  your  responsibility.  You  can  find  out  more  about  your  rights  by  contacting  the  Customer  Service  Department  at  617-989-7000,  Collections  Department  at  617-989-7000  or  by 
obtaining  a  copy  of  BWSC 's  Billing,  Termination  and  Appeals  (BT&A ’s)  Regulations.
